It is reported from the Lower Rio Grande that much 
fault is found by the troops with the battle sight. With 
the present Springfield rifle the rear sight is so arranged 
that when the leaf lies flat the range at which the rifle 
is sighted is 530 yards.

to the Guard of other states, 
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C. E. Dobson, president of the Chamber of Commerce, 
Pensacola, Fla., has written to the Aerial Age in reply 
to criticisms on the operations of the U.S. Naval Aviation 
Base at Pensacola. Mr. Dobson says: “It is not the 
intention of the Navy Department, as I understand it, 
to build all its aeroplanes, or even a majority of its aero- 
planes, at Pensacola, but it is the idea, I think, to have 
at Pensacola a plant for experiment and to produce a 
certain number of aeroplanes, located at the place where 
the major portion of the naval flying is done, supervised 
by men who fly themselves, who are seamen and know 
all the needs. The needs of the naval aviator in a 
machine for carrying him above the water are different 
from those of a flyer over the land. He wants more 
horsepower with less weight, for his machine is heavier ; 
he wants capacity for sustained flight; he wants pontoon 
arrangement which will allow him to alight on or arise 
from the surface of the water; he wants a general 
structure that will best suit storing aboard and launching 
from a naval vessel. Will he get from the private manu- 
facturer the study, investigation and patient experiment 
necessary to meet these needs? Past history does not 
indicate it. Why, then, should not the Government 
experiment for itself and construct for itself; not entirely, 
but as a leader, a pacemaker, for private manufacturers? 
Judging by the past and present, private manufacturers 
need such a pacemaker. There is not a motor in this 
country adapted for use in seaplanes that can be relied 
upon to run for five hours without breaking down. They 
should run doubie or triple that time. There is not a 
motor made in this country that, under naval tests, will 
develop over eighty-five per cent. of the horsepower 
claimed for it. There has been too much desire to reap 
the harvest and too little to do exact and painstaking 
work. There have been machines furnished the Navy 
which could not be set up until they were partially built 
over. There have been cracked castings, badly balanced 
machines, parts that would not fit, shafting that broke 
under the first »tress. In fact, it has been made as an 
official recommendation time and again by one of the 
leading naval aviators that no more machines be pur- 
chased from a certain prominent manufacturer until he 
took steps to remedy the almost criminal carelessness 
with which his machines were constructed.”

Like many another science, philology is destined to 
emerge from the great war both enlarged and modified. 
The New York Sun, ever keen for the niceties of Eng- 
lish, has been commenting upon the of the word 
“bombardment” and after quoting the Standard, Cen- 
tury and Webster's Dictionaries concludes with the hope 
that someone versed in military will settle the 
matter. The particular question at issue was whether 
it is proper to say that Paris, for example, has been 
“bombarded” by an aeroplane. The Standard Diction-

ary defines “bombard” as “to throw bombs into.” The 
Century widens the definition to “to cannonade; attack 
with bombs; fire shot and shell at or into.” All the 
dictionaries consider the element of time essential in 
defining bombardment which is “a prolonged assault” 
(Standard); “continuous attack’ (Century); “sus- 
tained attack” (Webster’s). When a soldier uses the 


word bombard he has in mind the destruction of an ene- 
my’s defensive works by hurling upon them either solid 
shot or explosive shells. Small-arms fire, however de- 
structive of life, would not be a bombardment. A shower 
of shells upon wire entanglements would properly be a 
bombardment although aimed where no enemy could be 
hit. A subterranean attack upon either field or perma- 
nent works is a “mining” operation and not a bombard- 
ment which must be an attack by a missile propelled 
above ground, although the machine which fires it may 
be either under or over ground. Considering the spe- 
cial question raised we are inclined to remark that the 
work of aeroplanes has not yet crystallized sufficiently 
to admit of definite conclusions. At first reconnais- 
sance was looked upon as the airman’s function and no 
one more than soldiers was astonished when he took to 
dropping light bombs which did not and could not be 
destructive of defensive works, but could and did kill 
civilians. That operation was so unsoldierly that pro- 
fessional soldiers are reluctant to have it classified with 
military practices even by the philologist. However, 
when the airmen hurled heavy explosive bombs upon 
railway communications they were playing a legitimate’ 
part in the attack and they certainly “bombarded” the 
railways and the stations. A Zeppelin enterprise 


against fortifications in England is certainly a bom- 
bardment.

An editorial in the New

opinion Admiral Fiske’s idea of “an inductive method 
of modern science” is very rudimentary. In spite of this 
learned opinion, a Navy officer as a matter of fact gets 


a very good idea throughout his professional career as to 
what the inductive method of modern science is; and it 
doesn’t take him very many years to see that the method 
of the pacifists is not “the inductive method of modern 
science,” but no method of any science. The pacifists 


base all their ideas and prophecies that the direction of 
the movement of the nations is toward peace on mere 
hope and expound it by mere assertion. The Post 
compares ~ ideas in the Admiral’s paper with prophecies 
by H. G. Wells, saying: “Prophecy for prophecy the 
vision of a united world is the more pleasing to con- 
template.” This is certainly true; and not only is it 
true, but the fact that it is true is the groundwork for 


all hope, or at least all expressed hope, of the pacifists.

The death of Paul Mauser, the inventor of 
the Mauser rifle and of many other weapons and devices 
for warfare, appears to have escaped attention. It is 
noted in a list of patents granted by the U.S. Patent 
Office in August, which gives “Paul Mauser, deceased,” 
of Oberndorf-on-the-Neckar, Germany, as the inventor 
and his heirs as the holders of patents for an automatic 
firearm mechanism and for a safety device for firearms. 
Mauser was born at Oberndorf, Wiirttemberg, in 1838. 
There he received his early education, and with his 
brother, Wilhelm Mauser (1834-82), he secured employ- 
ment in the local arsenal factory. The two brothers 
were joint authors of a number of inventions, but it was 
Paul Mauser who, in 1879, invented the Mauser revolver, 
and he appears to have had the larger share in even the 
joint undertakings. In 1882, in conjunction with his 
brother, he succeeded in securing the adoption by the 
Servian government of an improved rifle known as 
the “Mauser, 1882.” He is principally known, however, 
for his invention of the Mauser magazine rifle and a 
magazine revolver. His weapon was distinguished for 
its low trajectory, and the projectile which it fired for its 
penetrative power. The Mauser rifle was a modification 
of the French Chassepét.: It was adopted by the Prussian 
government as successor of the needle gun, and came 
into use in the German, Belgian, Spanish, Portuguese 
and Turkish armies. It was the weapon of the Spanish 
troops in the Spanish-American War, and was regarded 
as much superior to the Springfield .45 of that period,

From the Imperial Russian Embassy we receive several 
reports of an “Extraordinary Commission of Inquiry” 
appointed by His Majesty the Emperor of Russia to 


inguire into the atrocities committed by the enemy’s 
troops. They publish their conclusions in the form of 
descriptions of individual outrages, accompanied by 
illustrations of victims of such outrages, showing the 


mutilations and other injuries to which they have -been 
subjected. There are numerous cases reported of mutila- 
tions of the ears of Russian prisoners who declined to 
give the information concerning Russian military move- 
ments which was demanded of them by the Germans. 
Another victim had long, parallel slits cut in the flesh 
of his right hip. This commission, of which Alexis 
Krivtsov is president, says: “The Germans and Austro- 
Hungarians have outraged, and continue to outrage, all 
moral dictates of conscience, the binding acts of human 
legislation and, the rules of international law, which 
human progress has evolved during the course of cen- 
turies. As will be seen from the verified and attested 
facts, contained in the present publication, our enemies 
continue thus to violate those principles of civilization 
which have become part of the consciousness of all man- 
kind, and whicn have been solemnly sanctioned at 
European conferences by the signatures of the Powers 
now at war.” ‘There are several cases reported of out- 
rages to women, whose names are naturally withheld 
from publication; among them a nun who was kept in 
a dugout without clothes by German officers, who sub- 
jected her to violence, the evidence of which was found 
in her physical condition. The reports of the commission 
are in French and English.

Names for six of the new U.S. torpedoboat destroyers, 
now under construction, were selected by the Navy De 
partment as follows: Sampson, Rowan, Davis, Allen, 
Wilkes and Shaw. The Sampson is named for Rear Ad 
miral William T. Sampson, who was in command of the 
naval forces operating against Spain in the West Indies 
in 1898. The Rowan is named for Vice Admiral Stephen 
Clegg Rowan, who served in the Mexican and Civil 
Wars. The Davis is named for Rear Admiral Charles 
Henry Davis, who was a member of the board on iron 
clad ships which recommended the construction of the 
Monitor, and was a flag officer in 1862. The Allen is 
named for Comdr. William Henry Allen, who entered the 
Navy in 1800 and died in 1818. He was third lieutenant 
of the Chesapeake in 1807 when she struck her flag to 
the British ship Leopard, and he fired the only gun from 
the Chesapeake. The Wilkes is named for Rear Ad 
miral Charles Wilkes, who commanded the expedition 
of 1838-42, which explored islands of the Pacific. He 
commanded the San Jacinto in 1861, when she _ took 
from the British steamer Trent the Confederate Com 
missioners Mason and Slidell. The Shaw is named for 
Capt. John Shaw, another early hero of the Navy, who 
died at Philadelphia in 1823.

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RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF A NEUTRAL. 
By DANIEL CHAUNCEY BREWER. 

The laws affecting neutrality for the next century are 
to be largely determined by the attitude of the United 
States during the present European conflict. 

Its commercial prosperity as well as its tranquillity 
epends upon its present sagacity. 

CARRIAGE OF CONTRABAND—CONTINUOUS VOYAGE. 
We have seen how the general principles of the doc-

unfolding how the last and best attempt of the nations 
to designate by the London Declaration what shall and 
vhat shall not be contraband has failed, thus denying 
to neutrals that which law is supposed to furnish for 
them, viz., such an accurate understanding as to their 
rights and duties as may prevent erroneous action. 

With such a collapse to advertise the shortcomings of 
in artificial doctrine it may well be hoped that the time 
is not far distant when, instead of meeting in grave 
onclaves to classify contraband, statesmen will put all 
neutral goods on the free list that are outside of guarded 


om sovereign respectable, 


waters. Until that time comes neutral shippers will 
iave to think of international law in this aspect as 
forbidding and against nature. In the meantime those 


f them that are informed are not likely to forget that 
while the law which permits belligerents to interfere 
vith neutral ships outside of the sphere they dominate 
s “international,” the prohibition which contraband 
carrying neutrals break is “municipal.” The fact will 
ontinue to make such restrictions the more odious, as 
well as the less defensible. 

The more odious because they affect to control a 
citizen who owes no allegiance to any other country than 
his own in fields where the forbidding Power has abso- 
lutely no jurisdiction. The less defensible because these 
restraints lack the characteristics which would attach 
to them (as far as the offender is concerned) if the 
country of the latter had joined in their enactment. This 
way lies progress, for when law or custom that is 
arbitrary and unnatural becomes hateful to the few who 
realize that they and their fellows are bound hand and 
foot thereby, means are generally found to open the eyes 
of the blind and substitute something that is sane and 
reasonable. 

From an inquiry into the character of articles which 
have been or are now designated contraband we naturally 
pass to a brief discussion of the carriage of contraband, 
which has had some reference in preceding summaries. 
Here, as when considering what is contraband, we are 
at once plunged into so much confusion that it is a relief 
to quote the London Declaration, rather than to attempt 
to analyze policies and opinions which preceded it. 

By this instrument goods which, if bona fide intended 
for another neutral, cannot be meddled with by a bel- 
ligerent, are open to confiscation : 

1. If they fall within the list characterized as absolute 
contraband, when it is evident that the carrying vessel : 
(a) Is bound for an enemy port; (b) is sailing for an 
enemy port although her papers indicate a_ neutral 
destination; (c) is sailing for a neutral harbor with 
papers suggesting neutral consignees, but is arranging 
to stop en route at an intermediate port or to meet armed 
enemy forces. 

2. If they fall within the list characterized as condi- 
tional contraband when the carrying vessel: (a) Is 
destined to an enemy port; (b) is so clearly out of her 
course to the neutral port indicated in her papers as to 
require adequate explanations which she is unable to give. 

Unfortunately it is too early to comment satisfactorily 
ipon the manner in which belligerent states are inter- 
preting these rules and the attention which they receive. 
With the general law of contraband what it is, however, 
it does not take a very astute observer to appreciate 
that in the hands of nations at war they may become 
very oppressive and are so framed as to serve belligerent 
interests. Thus the combatant who fails to intimidate 
neutrals from attempting to conduct legitimate trade 
with the enemy by posting endless lists of contraband 
can. overhaul cargoes after they are once afloat and 
avoid the risk of letting prohibited articles into enemy 
hands.

connection with the carriage of contraband 
touch with the doctrine of the ‘“‘con- 
tinuous voyage” as a so-called extension of the general 
law which we are considering. (This is nothing more 
than the application of existing contraband rules to 
cases that, because of subterfuge or trickery, are claimed 
to be immune. It comes into play when a ship loaded 
with contraband puts into a neutral port designated in 
her papers with the design of either transshipping the 
cargo to an enemy destination (“continuous transports”’) 
or of herself conveying it thither. 

At the time of the Civil War the United States courts 
handling cases which were frequent and annoying (see 
notably the Bermuda and the Peterhof) gave the first 
clear expression to a practice that was already familiar, 
though contested by both British and Continental 
authorities. So convincing were their reasonings that, 
as has been the case with scientists and physicists who 
have first stated in terms that which others vaguely 
appreciated, they received credit for emanating some- 
thing new, and some ingenious theories have recently 
been propounded to endorse questionable practices on 
the presumption that the United States Supreme Court 
had furnished precedents which justify an expansion of 
belligerent activities. 

This is far from the fact. All that the United States 
Supreme Court did in the period referred to was to most 
emphatically deny that any hocus pocus like landing a 
contraband cargo in Matamoras or Nassau for the sake 
of making it immune before delivering it in Florida 
would be of any effect in making the commodities in 
question unobjectionable. One does not have to be a 
learned justice to see the sanity of such a position, but 
one does require rare scholarly abilities to make a state- 
ment which will cut through the technical objections of 
legal practitioners. That ability our courts supplied to 
such good effect that not only eminent publicists upon 
the Continent accepted their decisions as authoritative, 
but British ministers and jurists shifted their attitude 
and adopted a course in line with what is now referred 
to generally as an American doctrine.

AERONAUTICAL NOTES. 
AVIATION TRAINING FOR MILITIA OFFICERS. 

Secretary of War Garrison has advised the Aero Club 
of America that Militia officers can be trained in military 
aeronautics at the U.S. Army Aviation School at San 
Diego, Cal., at the expense of the War Department. 
This was in reply to a letter written to Secretary Garri- 
son recently when the club received a contribution of 
$10,000 from a prominent woman to start an aviation 
corps for the National Guard of New York, and $5,000 
from another anonymous donor for training officers of 
the Militia of New York and Massachusetts in aviation. 
The club suggested that uniformity in training of mili- 
tary aviators is a necessary element of efficiency, there- 





fore training of Militia officers under the War Depart- 
ment’s supervision is highly desirable. Sixteen states 
have become interested through the Aero Club’s efforts, 
and are now ready to take up the work of developing 
aviation corps for the Militia as soon as they can get 
funds for aeroplanes and for the upkeep of the corps. 
The states are Arizona, California, Florida, ITlinois, 
Iowa, Maine, Missouri, Nebraska, New Jersey, New 
York, Ohio, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, Texas, Vermont 
and Wisconsin. It is doubtful whether any officers of 
the Militia can be trained at present at the Army Avia- 
tion School at San Diego, the School being short of 
aeroplanes and having only one machine available for 
training work. Secretary Garrison in his letter to Mr. 
Alan R. Hawley, president of the Aero Club, says: 

“IT am myself deeply impressed with the importance 
of developing this element of the national defense, and 
greatly appreciate the generosity and patriotism of those 
who have expressed a desire to contribute substantial 
donations to aid in this work. The complete organiza- 
tional scheme for the Militia as planned by the War 
Department calls for the formation ultimately of twelve 
aero squadrons, one for each Militia division, but owing 
to existing deficiencies in the more fundamental require- 
ments of organization, which have seemed to demand 
prior attention, and to the great cost of aeroplane equip- 
ment, for which no funds have been specifically provided 
by Congress, no progress has been made in this branch of 
Militia instruction. The relation of the Militia to the 
Regular Army is such that the instruction of the former 
must conform to that of the latter. Congress has pro- 
vided for the attendance of officers and enlisted men of 
the Organized Militia at the Army Service Schools. 
Under this law it would be admissible for officers and 
enlisted men of the Organized Militia to attend and 
receive instruction at the Army Aviation School at San 
Diego. Provision is made for mileage, subsistence and 
quarters of those who may be authorized by the War 
Department to attend, but pay from Federal funds during 
the period of attendance is not authorized. According 
to the provisions of the Militia law authority to attend 
may be granted by the War Department upon the recom- 
mendation of the Governor. a recommendation is 
made prompt attention to the matter will be given by 
the War Department, and if the conditions at the School 
are reported to be such as to warrant the reception of 
these additional students, and if the candidates are shown 
to possess the qualifications for admision required of like 
grades in the Regular Army, I can assure you that favor- 
able action will be taken.” 


THE NAVY AVIATORS. 

Having successfully completed the flying tests pre- 
scribed by the Navy Department for officers preliminary 
to their being designated as naval aviators, Lieut. (J.G.) 
E. W. Spencer, jr., U.S.N., has been recommended by 
the commandant of the Aeronautic Station at Pensacola, 
Fla., for promotion to that status and pilot’s certificate. 
Navy air pilots’ certificates are issued by the Navy 
Department to all officers who qualify in accordance 
with the conditions specified in circular of April 10, 
1913, the issue being duly noted on records of officers 
and entered in the Navy Register against their names. 
Preliminary to taking the examination prescribed the 
candidate is required to pass successfully a written exami- 
nation in aviation theory and practices and on types of 
internal combustion engines used in aeroplanes. 

Lieut. F. T. Evans, U.S.M.C., of the class of student 
aviators assembled in July, has qualified for the forty 
hours of flying alone compulsory before examination for 
promotion to naval aviator. Of the class assembled in 
July four officers are now flying alone. Two of the new 


school machines have been shipped from the Curtiss 
factory at Hammondsport, N.Y., and are due at the 
Aeronautic Station within a week. 

Naval Aviators Lieuts. E. W. Spencer and FE. O. 
McDonnell, U.S.N., recent graduates of the Flying 


School, have been designated as assistants to the officer 
in charge there and as instructors in flying. This detail 
makes three qualified naval aviators who are acting as 
instructors for the student aviators. — 

The catapult, or aeroplane launching device, was 
operated on Oct. 4 under actual conditions, when Lieut. 
(J.G.) R. C. Saufley, U.S.N., was successfully launched 
in a Curtiss flying boat. Naval Aviators Lieuts. P. N. 
L. Bellinger and W. Capehart, U.S.N., dropped explosive 
bombs from an altitude of 3,500 feet on Oct. 4 by way 
of experimental co-operation with the Bureau of Ord- 
nance. The Burgess-Dunne seaplane AH-10, equipped 
with a gyro motor, was used for this work. Lieutenant 
Bellinger piloted the machine, while Lieutenant Capehart 
acted as observer and bomb thrower. 

The commandant has appointed a board consisting of 
Naval Aviators Lieuts. P. N. L. Bellinger, R. C. Saufley, 
Cc. K. Bronson, U.S.N., and Lieut. A. A. Cunningham, 
U.S.M.C., to conduct tests of commercial products and 
report upon a suitable equipment for aviators for the 
coming winter’s work in the air. Heretofore makeshift 
costumes have been permitted, having regard principally 
to warmth. With the probable increase in radius of 
action of the new machines under construction their 
pilots and observers will suffer severely from exposure 
unless supplied with proper equipment. Practical ex- 
perience has taught foreign aviators that personal comfort 
is essential to efficient control, and that this can only be 
obtained by the use of specially designed garments. The 
use of proper protective goggles has also been found 
of vital importance. 

In addition to men already detailed, twenty-six of the 
enlisted personnel attached to the Aeronautic Station 
have recently received “flight orders,” which entitles 
them to an increase of fifty per cent. of their regular 
pay. The enlisted men at the Aeronautic Station receive 
no special rating, but when actually engaged in aero- 
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plane flight work receive these “flight orders” and increase 
in pay. In the future, when aeroplanes are sent to the 
fleet, an enlisted crew of trained mechanics will be 
detailed to accompany each machine. 

The first dirigible balloon for the U.S. Navy, which 
was constructed at the works of the Connecticut Aircraft 
Factory, reached the Aeronautic Station for official 
acceptance trials on Oct. 1, the Navy Department an- 
nounces under date of Oct. 8. Training of the official 
personnel for this new dirigible has been undertaken 
with the assignment of Lieut. Comdr. F. R. McCrary 
and Navy Air Pilot Lieut. L. H. Maxfield, U.S.N., to 
the works of the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company 
at Akron, Ohio, where they are receiving instruction in 
the manufacture of the envelope and are making flights 
in free balloons, excellent practice for future commanders 
of the dirigible type. Commander McCrary and Lieu- 
tenant Maxfield recently made a successful free balloon 
flight from Indianapolis, Ind., to Akron, Ohio. They 
will be assigned to duty with the new dirigible upon its 
acceptance. 

Persistent indications of tropical high winds at Pensa- 
cola during the early part of last week, culminating in 
very severe winds, made flying almost out of the question. 
A few flights were accomplished between intervals of 
shifting the machines from their hangars to the “cyclone 
cellars” and vice versa, which totaled for the week 14 
hours and 57 minutes, and 867.1 miles of direct flight. 

Student aviators of the class assembled in July were 
examined mentally upon the theory and the mechanics 
of the aeroplane as well as upon practical points 
absorbed from their work in the station shops. This 
examination is preliminary to determining their mental 
fitness to continue in the Aeronautic Service and is a 
part of the examination for a naval aviator’s certificate.

Signal Corps Aviation School, 
San Diego, Cal., Oct. 5, 1915.

Carl Spatz and Sheldon H. Wheeler, 
25th Inf., have been ordered to report at the school for 
duty as aviation students. 

Lieut. Earl L. Canady, 13th Cav., has been ordered 
to report to a board, of which Capt. Fred W. Palmer, 
Med. Corps, is president, for examination for rating as 
a junior military aviator. 

Mr. George EK. A. Hallett, instructor in motors at the 
Signal Corps Aviation School, was married last week 
in Los Angeles. He is now on a two weeks’ honeymoon 
and upon his return he will reside at Roseville, Cal. 

Iixperiments are being carried on with the “Dep” 
control, and the pilots are gradually being taught to fly 
this control. Among the numerous experiments being 
carried on at the school there is a very unique one 
wherein a parachute is being tried out as a tail-brake 
to prevent an aeroplane from turning over on its back. 
The experiments are not yet completed. 

Among its other accomplishments, the aeroplane is 
capable of being used for an entirely different purpose 
from what it has ever been put to. The Lubin Motion 
Picture Company was hunting for the best way to illus- 
trate a sandstorm in the desert. Their scenery was set 
up on the flying field at the Aviation School, and Signal 
Corps Aeroplane No. 30 was held fast and the motor run 
at full speed for a moment or two, thus stirring up a 
real sandstorm over the entire scenery of the motion 
picture company. 

RECENT MANEUVERS OF ATLANTIC FLEET. 

The fleet maneuver of the Atlantic Fleet, which began 
at noon Oct. 4, ended at 8 a.m. Oct. 9, with the umpire’s 
decision that the hostile Red force had gained command 
of the sea and would be free to enter Delaware Bay by 
six o’clock p.m. Oct. 9. The motive of this maneuver 
was to exercise the fleet, the Department and the naval 
districts in the operations of defense against a hostile 
expedition directed toward getting a foothold on our 
Atlantic coast, and for the purpose of the maneuver it 
was assumed that the coast between Eastport, Me., and 
Monomoy Point was not open to attack by the enemy. 

No special effort was made to increase the number of 
ships available for the commander-in-chief of the Blue 
forces by commissioning ships now in reserve, by hasten- 
ing the repairs to ships undergoing overhaul, or by 
diverting ships from important duties elsewhere. The 
Blue forces comprised fifteen battleships, sixteen 
destroyers, twelve submarines, a mining division and a 
number of auxiliaries. ‘The Red force was in great part 
constructive, and was represented by the U.S.S. Brooklyn 
as flagship, three destroyers and five auxiliary vessels. 
At the beginning of the maneuver the Blue force was 
concentrated at Hampton Roads and a strong Red force 
was known to be about 1,200 miles to the eastward of 
the Chesapeake Capes, escorting a large expeditionary 
force of troops in transports. The Blue forces were 
organized to scout for the enemy, and were disposed to 
meet and attack these transports before they could reach 
the coast. Details of the maneuver will not be available 
until report of the umpire has been received at the De- 
partment, but it appears that the Blue scouts failed 
definitely to locate the enemy’s main body or his convoy 
and that the Blue main force was itself located by the 
Red destroyers and subjected to a night torpedo attack, 
which cleared the sea of effective opposition to the Red 
movement and enabled the Red expedition to reach 
the Delaware. 

In order that the Department, its bureaus and offices 
might be exercised under war conditions, the Department 
directed that from time to time the commander-in-chief 
of the Blue forees should report constructive happenings 
and casualties, and that the bureaus and offices of the 
Department, as well as navy yards, should handle such 
constructive events in the same manner as would be 
done in the event of war up to the point of actual 
expenditure of money. Many constructive happenings 
were reported. As an instance, a constructive report 
was received from the U.S.S. Wyoming on the evening 
of Oct. 5 that a violent epidemic of diphtheria on one 
of the battleships had broken out and that she had been 
sent to New York for disinfection and for a new crew of

Icngineers note, however, that all the 
easily captured were inferior to the assailants (1) in 
caliber and range of artillery, (2) as well as for means 
of aerial scouting. Very different, they hold, will be 
the position with future forts, embodying recent data, 
that will mount weapons of greater calibers than those 
supporting field armies, and efficiently protected against 
shells and aerial projectiles by a new sort of revolving 
turrets with very thick roofs and overhead wire netting 
protection. If, added to this, the fort is a strong aviation 
center, with plenty of battle aeroplanes to prevent the 
incursions of aerial enemies, it will have every chanc 
to outrange the besiegers. But, all the same, especially 
when is considered the value as obstacles of hurriedly 
erected field trenches and artillery permanent 
fortifications on extensive lines, as practiced heretofore 
in Europe, may safely be said to be a thing of the past 
To the artillerist and to the aviator will henceforth

The German 
collier Gutrune, from Hamburg, was torpedoed off 
Meland Oct. 11, and on Oct. 12 the German steamship 
Direktor-Reppenhagen, 1,683 tons, of Stettin, was tor 
pedoed by a British submarine. The Politiken, of Copen 
hagen, Denmark, that British submarines in the 
faltic Sea are causing the German mercantile fleet 
great losses.

\ member of the British Royal Flying Corps, whose 
etter from an unlocated aviation camp appears in the 
New York Sun, describes the popular demand for 2,000, 
10,000 or 20,000 machines as a dream. “Flying machines 
are not,” he says, “made in a day. Men skilled in the 
int of making them are scarce; engines take time to 
build, and the soul of the machine, the pilot, does not 
learn his work in less than four or five months. To be 
a serviceable member of the R.F.C. means much more 
than mere flying. It is not generally known that Britain 
now has Zeppelins, or, rather, machines of the Zeppelin 
type, equal to anything the Germans have yet built. 
Only one, christened on account of its glittering splendor 
the Silver Quéen, has been delivered, but there are 
three others on the point of completion. Then we have 
the ‘scout experimental,’ a biplane of enormous strength 
and ineredible swiftness. She is as yet unnamed, but 
io the members of the R.F.C, she is known as the Super- 
Bullet. She can fly at the rate of 120 miles an hour, 
ind by using the extra engine power with which she is 
fitted can increase her speed to 160 miles an hour. -More- 
ver, she can climb—and this is her chief advantage over 
ill other machines—to a height of S,QOO feet in six and 
i half minutes.” 

The statistics of the Washington Bureau of Foreign 
ind Domestic Commerce indicate that up to the middle 
f Jast April from thirty-three to forty-four per cent. of 
the German trades unionists had been called into the 
inmy, the maximum being forty-four per cent. of the 
uetal workers and the same of the builders, the miners 
being thirty-three per cent. An article in the Paris 
lemps informs us that Russia has a score of dependable 
state and private plants. Of the latter, the VPutiloff 
private establishments were reorganized a few years ago, 
freed from German influences, and have greatly increased 
their capacity; while the “Neva Timber Yards,” the 
metal works of Petrograd, the Baronowsky works, and 
many others are capable of a large output. There are a 
dozen state factories in the Ural, the machinery of which 
is out of date, but which can well make shells; and 
there are others effectively equipped in Petrograd and 
its suburbs, Baltic Port, Ija, Toula, Ijora, and else- 
where. There is no lack of steel, manganese, or chro- 
mnium, and the production of copper is expected to reach 
100 tons daily, an amount that will fully supplement the 
importations. The question of labor is the difficulty. 
There are only eighty-one technical schools, with 13,000 
pupils, in the whole empire; while the Temps states 
that the early mobilization orders called 80,000) work- 
men from the war material factories, though the gov- 
ernment has since provided for the return of one-fourth 
of them. 

The tell-tale wake they leave behind is responsible for 
the losses of German submarines, according to the Daily 
News. which adds: “The losses have been more than 
formidable: they are irretrievable.’ The submarine 
leaves a peculiar trail on the surface marked by air 
bubbles. Auxiliary boats follow this curious wave, 
which seamen soon learn to recognize, although it is 
not easy to distinguish in rough weather. Twenty-three 
hundred trawlers now are engaged in the submarine 
hunt, constantly patrolling the waters around the Brit- 
ish Isles. The writer in the Daily News, quoted in the 
New York Evening Post, tells of standing on the sea- 
coast watching through his binoéulars three destroyers 
which were steaming at half speed, two, abreast and 
one behind. “Suddenly,” he writes, “the rear destroyer 
spurted forward and gathered speed, foam dashing over 
her bows, while the other zig-zagged and guns crackled. 
Soon the firing ceased and the destroyer steamed on 
again as before. When the next tide came in the water 
was coated with oil.” 

Popular Mechanics notes the extent to which small 
shops in Canada have been turned into manufactories 
of shrapnel whereas in this country most of the war ma- 
terial is supplied by the biggest steel mills. A good 
example of the way in which many Canadian manufac- 
turers have entirely changed the character of their out- 
put since the war began is given in the case of a shop 
formerly engaged in the production of door locks, small 
planes and vises, and a general line of small hardware. 
All the resources of this shop are now given to the 
making of shrapnel shells. At the present time more 
than 150 machine shops in Canada are engaged in mak- 
ing shrapnel shells or the parts composing them. In 
spite of the fact that much of the work is being done 
with machinery and tools that are little better than 
makeshifts, large quantities of shells that meet the rigid 
requirements of the government are being turned out. 

Trench-back is a new occupational disease which the 
British Medical Journal says attacks soldiers in the 
trenches. The trouble, manifested by “pain and rigidity 
in the dorsal lumbar region,” responds under treatment 
to the application of sodium salicylate by electric 
methods, the absorption of the drug by the tissues being 
aided by the passing of the current. Capt. J. D. Sandes, 
in charge of the Eleetrotherapeutic Institute of the 
Kitchener Indian Hospital at Brighton, England, reports 
that the cases come almost invariably from the trenches 
and represent various degrees of disability from difficulty 
in walking to helpless stretcher cases. In some cases 
there is probably spinal injury and such present features 
similar to those found in “railway spine.” Electric 


treatment turned on and off during fifteen minutes has 
been found very helpful. Among the causes we should 
suppose much digging by men unaccustomed to work with 
the shovel, followed by long crouching in shallow trenches 
or bombproof shelters, to be chiefly responsible. 


CONGRESSMAN GARDNER CORRECTED. 
U.S.S. Michigan, Newport, R.I., Oct. 11, 1915. 
To THE EpItoR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 
I once knew an inventor who said that he hated to 





go out on the street, because he saw so many things he 
could improve. The Michigan has recently been the 
storm center of one of Congressman A. P. Gardner's 
laudable uplift movements in national preparedness, but, 
unfortunately for him, the “current mortifying gossip” 
and “alarming record” of this ship turns out to have 
been a figment of his imagination, and this horrible 
example in degeneracy in naval gunnery has been 
awarded the battle efficiency pennant as having the best 
combined score in gunnery and engineering efficiency of 
all the ships in the battleship class for the past year. 

That it cannot be said that the pennant was awarded 
the ship just to disappoint him; or that the scores were 
doctored; or that she won because other ships were 
poorer, a statement of facts will clear the air, and con- 
vict Mr. Gardner of carelessness in handling fire arms. 

After the fleet target practice last spring Mortifying 
Gossip informed Mr. Gardner that the Michigan made 
only five hits out of twenty-seven shots with 12-inch 
guns, so to improve matters he wrote me a letter to that 
effect and asked me if it was true. As he mentioned 
“divisional” practice, I, in good faith, stated that he 
was mistaken as the Michigan’s hits were in two figures, 
but I was not permitted to say exactly, as the matter 
was confidential. On June 25, in spite of this, he wrote 
an open letter to the Secretary of the Navy, published 
broadcast, attacking naval gunnery and selecting this 
ship as a horrible example, stating that, whereas in 
1911 she had made nineteen hits out of twenty-seven 
shots, in the current year (1915) she made only five 
hits out of twenty-seven shots. 

Not wishing to be drawn into a controversy I wrote 
the Secretary of the Navy a letter, and told him that 
Mr. Gardner had made this accusation to me in writ- 
ing, and I had unqualifiedly denied it, so Mr. Daniels on 
Aug. 3 publicly denied his statement. Mr. Gardner then 
wrote me that it was day individual practice he had 
alluded to, and I at once replied that the Michigan’s 
hits on that practice were even greater than at divisional 
practice, and that this ship had, in fact, won the compe- 
tition and done better than any other ship afloat. I 
deprecated his mixing my business with his business, and 
in so many words told him he was “riding for a fall.” 
IIe replied on Aug. 11, and intimated that the figures I 
was dealing in had been doctored by the Navy Depart- 
ment, or as he expressed it, “reviewed,’’ and that he was 
going to expose the process by publishing all the scores, 
so on Aug. 13 he gave a long letter to the press which 
was reproduced in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL of 
Aug. 21. Among other things, he said: 

“When I wrote June 25, I had no figures available 
except those of the Michigan. Since then I have ac- 
quired the figures of the individual spring practice of 
the rest of the fleet, and I realize that many a battleship 
has a worse record than the Michigan.” 

Then followed the table of scores which he published 
again, awarding five hits to this ship. He left out the 
Georgia which stood No. 2 in the competition. 

As Mr. Gardner's letter was long, and his charges 
specific, I want to clinch things by saying that no one 
ever reported, signalled, or decided that the Michigan 
made five hits on this or any other practice, and the 
number of hits awarded by observers at the time, sig- 
nalled, &nd unchanged by the Navy Department, was 
the winning number, so the insinuation of “constructive” 
hits can be dismissed. 

I have high personal respect for Mr. Gardner's good 
intentions, and none for his methods. He has been mis- 
led, and has misled others, and, as a public duty in 
these critical times, necessarily at some length, I will 
try and illuminate the subject which worries him by a 
plain statement of facts. 

There has never been a time in the history of the 
Navy when more time and earnest attention is given 
to target practice and preparation for it. As target 
practice is progressive and harder each year, it is diffi- 
cult to compare the results of one year with those of 
another, the conditions and rules of firing being so 
different. 

To show how easy it is to be misled by figures, I wish 
to state that even had the Michigan made only five hits 
out of fifty-six shots, it would not have necessarily been 
poor shooting in any navy, and no cause for worry, pro- 
vided there were no wild shots. This will be explained 
later. 

METHODS OF NAVAL TARGET PRACTICE. 


In the shooting, in question, a thin vertical target, 
about the size of the side of a freight or box car, was 
towed by a battleship on various courses and speeds, 
which were prescribed in a sealed envelope, opened at 
a given time, and known only for the guidance of the 
towing ship. The firing ship was required to approach 
the target from a distance of at least ten miles at high 
speed, and required to turn on a given bearing at a 
great distance in such a way as to open fire about three 
minutes after turning onto a course which was taken 
from a sealed envelope by the umpire (from another 
ship), who announced it to be the captain in the con- 
ning tower, who also handed out, from time to time, 
“casualties,” interruptions, and occurrences likely to 
come in battle and all calculated to make hitting ex- 
tremely difficult. Among other things besides the tow- 
ing ship altering courses and speeds, the firing ship was 
required to reverse its course at least 180 degrees. Added 
to this, the charges of powder were reduced charges; 
the ship rolled and pitched, as did the small screen tar- 
get; and any real casualties as to failure to fire on 
signal, or follow minute rules (with everything re- 
corded by stop watches) were penalized. 

To get an idea of what it means to fire even with 
everything perfectly favorable, let us consider some ele- 
mentary principles of gunnery. 

If we take a small canvas screen target, say twenty 
feet high and aim a gun at the bull’s-eye center, a verti- 
cal error of more than ten feet over or under will make 
a miss over or under the screen, and if the screen is 
forty feet long a “lateral error’ (error in deflection) to 
the right or left of more than twenty feet will make a 
“miss” to the right or left. All guns (due to erosion), 
powder (due to variations in temperature), projectiles 
(due to not being mathematically seated in the pro- 
jectile chamber), and sights (not mathematically per- 
fect) have slight variations, and when fired from the 
same ship at the same instant, projectiles will not fall 
at the same point, but will disperse horizontally and 
laterally on the water, and if they all hit the screen 


will have a certain amount of unavoidable vertical and 
lateral dispersion from the bull’s-eye center. 

In elementary target practice at short ranges the tar- 
get screens are the exact size to allow for the known and 
unavoidable dispersion of each type of gun, but at day 
divisional or individual battle practices the screen is 
only a point of aim. Nevertheless no shot is counted a 
hit which does not pierce the screen in direct flight, and 
ricochet hits do not count. It might be that every shot 
fired would have landed on a target ship, but none pierce 
the screen. Of the fifty-six shots fired by the Michigan 
not one would have thus failed except the ranging shots 
fired to “spot on.” Even the nine ricochets which struck 
in front of the screen, and bounded through would have 
struck the side of a battleship, and even if they had 
not loosened up armor plates, they would have deluged 
the ship with tons of water, and put his gun sights out 
of business for some time. Even if we could eliminate 
the mechanical errors, the errors in estimating the range 
(distance) or deflection (wind, drift, spread of target, 
etc.) would cause misses. Now, as paradoxical as it 
may seem, it is an axiom in gunnery that a certain 
amount of dispersion is necessary to get the greatest 
number of possible hits on the target screen, because it 
enables the officers who “spot” to get the “hitting” 
range by the process of straddling the target with 
“shorts * and “overs” (where a number of guns are fired 
in salvos at the same time). Therefore, accepting the 
unavoidable or mechanical dispersion of guns as not 
at all lamentable, we can thereby utilize this dispersion 
to correct the errors due to not knowing accurately the 
proper range and deflection. The middle point of the 
dispersion is the sight bar range, and that is raised or 
lowered to bring it on the target to hit. 

At long range, by firing one or more ranging shots, 
the “hitting” range is ascertained, and then vou fire 
salvos or half salvos from the turret guns that bear on 
the target. If they straddle the target you get at the 
most one or two hits in the actual target screen out of 
each salvo fired, and you are doing very well and would 
be putting a battleship out of business in a very few 
salvos, especially if you get the range first, and landed 
on him. 

The Michigan has docking keels on her to keep her 

from rolling in a drydock, as she is a notorious high 
roller, but if, on the occasion in question, she had been 
firing at the target screen in perfectly still water with 
full charges and at only four miles (8,000 yards), the 
mathematical chances of piercing the screen by firing 
salvos of eight guns at a time, is one hit in eight shots, 
based on actual performances. As the powder charges 
were not full charges, as the actual distance was over 
four miles, as the ship was rolling and pitching, and as 
the shooting was literally ‘on the fly,” and as, besides all 
this, the method of firing was that hitherto never used by 
any other ship. it is satisfactory to state that the number 
of hits was more than fifty per cent. greater than one 
in eight, yet it would be futile to say that she made 
more than 100 per cent. of the probabilities. I may say, 
however, that the result is such a complete refutation of 
Mr. Gardner’s charges that there only remains to be 
said that under more difficult conditions even five hits 
might merit winning a competition. As it is I am proud 
of the Michigan, proud of her officers, and proud of her 
crew, and Mr. Gardner may cheer up and take heart. 
_ In conclusion I would say that the sea coast artillery, 
firing at a moving target, have long base lines (over a 
mile) for their range finders; have even temperatures 
for their powder magazines; fire guns from solid foun- 
dations, not moving through space; and from firm gun 
carriages in which weight is not important as with us. 
Naval gunnery is a profession, distinct from this and 
immeasurably more difficult, because (1) the base line 
for range finders is only a few feet long; (2) because 
the ship moves and rolls and pitches; (3) the gun 
mounts are none too solid, and (4) the shock and stress 
of firing tends to jar instruments and connections out 
of adjustment. Yet the sea coast artillery uses “con- 
structive” hits, which Mr. Gardner insinuates the Navy 
does, whereas with us only hits in direct flight count. 
Accurate photographic methods of recording the fall of 
shots by the towing ship, preserve the accurate data for 
each shot fired, and “constructive” hits can be com- 
puted to check the decisions of the umpire. 

As Mr. Gardner has gently knocked this method of 
“reviewing” the target practice, I will state that it 
enables the officers to analyze every shot and its varia- 
tion from the point of aim, which is all the target screen 
is, a mere floating bull’s-eye, on which nothing but hits 
count. On the practice in question, the Michigan had 
the least vertical errors and lateral dispersions. I hope 
this will make Mr. Gardner feel better. 

In the elusive game of government by political parties, 
few Government officials have to pass the tests of effi- 
ciency imposed on naval officers, and if preparation for 
war is neglected there are none who will reap the result 
of their folly more surely than we will. If there was 
an equally automatic method of putting the legislative 
branch of the Government on the firing line in case of 
trouble, there would be less oratory and more loosening 
up. 
Mr. Gardner’s advisers have evidently been pulling 
his leg for some purpose of their own. In trying to use 
me to discredit somebody else, I balk at being the goat.

A TACTICAL VIEW OF DOCTORS. 
To THE Eprrok oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 
Every now and then something appears in your paper 





about equalizing promotion or about rank having some 
relation to length of commissioned service. The best 
instance of both of these things seems to be overlooked. 

An ample supply of wholly or partially trained reserve 
officers is very important to an army. The reserve 
supply of doctors is adequate for either peace or war. 
The reserve supply of tactical officers is practically 
nothing. 

You would think this would put trained tactical officers 
at a premium, but not so. <A medical officer comes into 
the Service as a first lieutenant and gets the pay of one. 
A tactical officer comes in as a second lieutenant and is 
paid as one. Suppose they are commissioned the same 
day. The doctor lieutenant gets $300 a year more than 
the tactical lieutenant. This goes on for three years, 
when the doctor lieutenant is made a doctor captain and 
gets $700 a year more than the tactical second lieutenant. 
At the end of six years the tactical second lieutenant 
may be promoted to a first lieutenant. The doctor will 
then have drawn $3,000 more pay than the tactical 
lieutenant, and will keep on drawing more pay. It does 
not cost a doctor officer any more to live in the Army 
than it does a tactical officer. 

The country is full of doctors whose capacity is certified 
to by recognized medical schools. The supply of doctors 
for peace or war is ample. The supply of trained 
tactical officers in the United States is not sufficient for 
either peace or war. A doctor can quit the Army and 
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practice medicine for a living. His profession is adapted 
for either civil or military life, and he usually gets pay 
for civil practice when in the Army. A tactical officer’s 
profession can only be relied on for a living while in 
the Army. It is of little or no use to him outside. 
Logically who should have the better promotion and pay?

THE PLATTSBURG CAMP. 
Detroit, Oct. 7, 1915. 
To THE EpITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The citizens’ training camp at Plattsburg has fulfilled 
the purposes and expectations of those responsible for its 
establishment. I dare say, also, that those who attended 
feel that they accomplished their desires. The same will 
no doubt be true of the Fort Skeridan camp. Unfortu- 
nately, too many wrong notions of the purposes of the 
camps have sprung up all over ithe country. The Platts- 
burg camp was to demonstrate—merely demonstrate— 
that a soldier cannot be trained in a month. From 
published interviews of the citizens in the camp that 
o th was realized by all, if not at the beginning, at least 
at the end of the encampment. Now, however, there is 
a prevalent notion that a month’s training as a free 
Samoa volunteer is all sufficient in the making of a trained 
citizen soldier. This notion must be corrected, or the 
effect will be disastrous to Militia recruiting. The camps 
are excellent to stimulate thoughts on preparedness, but 
as substitutes for preparedness they are useless. 

The daily papers and popular magazines make the 
uninitiated think that a month under canvas with several 
hours’ drill a day is sufficient training for war. We 
who have had real training know how little can be learned 
in that time. The training camps are misnomers. They 
do not train. Their value lies solely in spreading in- 
formation of the time and labor necessary to train 
soldiers. Their great defect is that they are temporary 
affairs, and those who attend them are not bound by any 
contraet or enlistment oath. In other words, no organi- 
zation is established. To be useful and effective trained 
men should belong to an organization, have equipment, 
a rendezvous, and be subject to call at all times. Those 
who have had a month’s training should join the Militia, 
or even organize independent companies, where the work 
started can be completed, or at least kept up. The spirit 
in which the camps were conceived was good, but it has 
been overshadowed by foolish and illogical conclusions 
of the benefits and uses of them. Let us have camps, 
but let all who attend and all who write of them re- 
member that the month’s training is only to drive home 
the fact that it takes long and arduous labor to become 
a useful and trained soldier, and that membership in a 
military organization, where the state and Federal govern- 
ments can instantly call them to duty when necessary, 
is the most important factor in military preparedness.

(, ROBESON. —The Oklahoma is now almost completed 
and will, it is expected, be placed in commission next month, 
Capt, Roger Welles has already been selected to command 
her, and will report for duty with the ship Oct, 28, in con 
nection with the work of fitting her out for commissions, 


(), B, L.—We answer your question as follows: (1) Rock 
Island Arsenal is equipped for the manufacture of the U.S, 
magazine yr caliber .30, model of 1903, in addition to the 
Springfield Armory. The two plants have a capacity, when 
working three shifts, of approximately 1,800 rifles per day, 
The large commercial establishments in this country have not 
the necessary patterns, templets, gauges, ete,, required for the 
manufacture of this arm; it would take from six to twelve 
months for these plants to equip for the manufacture of the 
U.S, magazine rifle, (2) No royalties are at present paid for 
Mauser patents, the Government having completed the pay- 
ment of the royalties called for under its contracts. (3) The 
Government has approximately 325,000 Krags on hand. It 
no longer has the machinery for the manufacture of the Krag 
rifle, the machines having all been converted for the manu- 
facture of the model of 1903 rifle, when that arm was adopted, 
(4) The United States manufactured the Krag rifle under a 
royalty agreement with von Lengerke and Detmold, upon the 
payment of royalty of seventy-five cents per rifle, payments 
of royalties to cease when the total amount reached $200,000.

» set up as a motto, “Pusillanimity does not pay.” It 
es not attain its end, if that be the avoidance of war. 
Wars, in the course of human events and until human 
iture changes, will continue to come. So far as they 
nay be avoided, readiness to meet attack will oftenest 
turn it aside; coupled with the policy this country should 
ilways follow—of minding its own business, literally 
ind figuratively, seeking its own interests so far as they 
do not unfairly encroach on those of others, ready to 
give both justice and equity to other countries, but not 
xpecting too much in return. Ready if what we receive 
less than justice to maintain our rights if need be by 
force of arms. As for Dr. Dumba, to return to our text, 
e does but echo the warning of our correspondent quoted 
mn page 200, who writes from Europe as the voice of one 
rying in the wilderness, “Prepare! prepare! prepare 
r war!”

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Ihe turning of the Administration from Villa to Car- 
anza is regarded as the second mystery in its Mexican 
licy. No one was ever able to give a satisfactory ex- 
planation why the seizure of Vera Cruz was ordered 
inless it was intended to follow it by intervention in 
the affairs of Mexico, The apology demanded of Huerta 
was never obtained, and the seizure of Vera Cruz had 
o result in restoring peace to the country. Nothing 
happened while our forces were in possession of Vera 
Cruz which justified the withdrawal of the troops if 
there was good reason for their arrival there. Why 
Villa should be now discredited cannot be explained any 
ore than can the seizure of Vera Cruz. He was always 
villing to do to the extent of his power whatever was 
lemanded by the Administration, while Carranza openly 
lefied this country. It is true that at the time the 
\dministration espouses the cause of Carranza he appears 

have control of more territory than Villa. At the 
ime time it is no secret that Carranza does not have 
mtrol of any territory outside of a few cities. Even 
now Carranza does not dare to go to Mexico City from 
Vera Cruz by the direct railroad route. There is very 
ittle communication by rail between Vera Cruz and 
Mexico City, the regular schedule being a train every 
ther day. Even this schedule is not maintained con- 
tinuously, Recent reports are that Villa has organized

In ordering the trial by court-martial of Rear Admiral 
William N. Little, U.S.N., retired, the Secretary of the 
Navy declares his determination to have a closer and 
nore thorough inspection of all ships that are being built 
for the Navy. For some time the Seeretary has been 
nder the impression that officers on inspection duty have 
een too lenient with contractors, and after examining 
the evidence against Admiral Little he has reached the 
onclusion that that officer should be tried. The neglect 
larged against Admiral Little is in connection with 
the inspection of the storage batteries of submarine K-2, 
vhich was built at the Fore River shipyards, It is 
lleged that the deficiency in the batteries was called to 
the attention of Admiral Little by a lieutenant of the 
Navy, When Admiral Little took up the matter with 
the contractor the latter, it is stated, promised to make 
yood any deficiency if Admiral Little would not insist 
ion an overhauling of the machinery of the submarine, 
Later when the defects developed during the trial of 
the submarine the contractor, it is said, repudiated the 
agreement: but the Secretary has taken the position that 
this does not exeuse Admiral Little, It is insisted by 
the Seeretary that the Admiral had no right to enter 
into such an agreement and should not have recommended 
the acceptance of the submarine until the batteries were

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Lindley M. Garrison, Secretary of War, contributes 
the leading article in the current number of Motor Print. 
Under the title “An Armed Citizenry of Motorists” Mr. 
Garrison offers suggestions for the formation of rifle clubs 
imong motorists, and calls attention to the act of Con- 
gress approved April 27, 1914, which authorizes the 
issue to such clubs of certain rifles and ammunition. 
It is suggested that competent instructors might be 
obtained among retired officers or non-commissioned 
iflicers living in the vicinity by obtaining addresses from 
Che Adjutant General of the Army. Secretary Garrison 
idds: “The transport problem is a vital question. We 
ill know the great part the motor car has played in the 
present war.

Army, Navy and Marine Corps should resent such insult- 
ing remarks, coming from the lips of the Mayor of San 
Diego, and every honorable means should be employed 
to exact a public apology from this official. Any person 
who insults the uniform of the U.S. Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps should be called to account for it. The 
dance hall is conducted by F. S. Brockway and is 
patronized by members of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps. The Council was unanimous in its vote not. to 
revoke the license, saying the dances were conducted in 
an orderly and proper manner.” 





In a letter to the New York Sun Francis T. Bowles, 
late U.S.N., says: “I have reason to know that the first 
official action of the Navy Department under Secretary 
Whitney for design and construction of submarines was 
undertaken at my suggestion. The construction of the 
first Holland boat for the Navy resulted from that action, 
and I have been a steady and consistent advocate of the 
construction of more and better submarines for the Navy 
ever since. I believe that the Holland submarine boat 
is the type on which all the most successful submarines 
in the world have been based, and I believe that. the 
boats of this type built by the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Company are the equal of any in the world of their size, 
The development of the submarine in the United States, 
which had the advantage in the beginning, has never 
proceeded with the interest and activity on the part of 
the Navy which it should have had, and I think it is 
fair to say that what development we have secured 
has been rather in spite of the Navy than by its initia- 
tive. The greatest credit is due to Lawrence Y, Spear.”

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The Berliner Tageblatt declares that the Kaiser's move 
in the Balkans is for the purpose of discrediting the 
doctrines of Admiral Mahan concerning sea power. It 
says: “Mahanism or Moltkeism?—that is the question!

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Lieut. George H. Payne, of the 3d Field Artillery, 
contributed a carefully studied article on “Intensive 
Training for Volunteer Batteries in Time of War,” to 
the current number of The Field Artillery Journal. The 
course of instruction assumes that a competent Regular 
iflicer has been assigned to command the battery and 
has been given five per cent. of men with previous ser- 
vice in the Field Artillery. With the entire personnel, 
inatériel and horses on hand at a mobilization camp a 
lively program is laid out in detail from the first hour 
of the first day to the last hour of the ninth week of 
intensive training. .In this period Lieutenant Payne's 
schedules of instruction will allow such a command to 
master the technique, and if the enemy will be kind 
enough to delay his attack each additional week and 
month can be made to add morale to technique. 
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That organized labor is attempting to throttle the plan 
of the U.S, Government for scientific management in 
arsenals and ammunition plants was declared by Brig. 
Gen, William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A, in an 
address at Philadelphia Oct. 12, General Croaier let it 
be known that the Army officers are not alone concerned

5,000 letters were posted at the reom, 17,000 envelopes 
and sheets of paper were given out, and over 21,000 men 
made use of the room, which was open all day.

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Lieut. A. G. Stirling, U.S.N., gave an interesting short 
talk on Oct. 13 at the electrical exposition in the Grand 
Central Palace, New York city, on the machinery of the 
new dreadnought California, the first large battleship 
that is to be propelled by electricity. He explained the 
various new devices for propelling the ship, saying that 
the electric “drive” enables engineers to get the highest 





eflicienc y out of the steam turbine engine and at the same 
time get maximum efficiency out of the propellers, which 
reach their best efficiency at low speed. With this elec- 
trical drive the movements of the ship may be directly 
operated and controlled from the bridge just as a trolley 
car or automobile is controlled by a motorman or a 
driver from his seat. , 
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The commanding general of the Hawaiian Department 
submitted two samples of blanks for records of special 
courts-martial and requested that one or the other form 
be adopted by the office of the Judge Advocate General. 
A revision of the Manual for Courts-Martial is in course 
of preparation in the Judge Advocate General’s  oftice, 
whicn will include a form of record for special courts- 
martial.

The article contains a careful analysis of the 
types of seaplanes required as well as an estimate of the 
tasks which would be required of them. The field of 
combat is considered under the captions, “Offensive and 
Defensive Action against Other Aircraft” and “Offen- 
sive and Defensive Actions against Fortifications,” ete. 
Reconnaissance, of course, remains a principal function 
of the seaplane when associated with warfare at sea.

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An official tabulation of bids for six torpedoboat 
destroyers completed on Oct. 9 shows that the govern- 





ment yards were able to underbid private contractors. 
The Mare Island Navy Yard bid $762,638 for one boat 
or $00,000 less each for two, guaranteeing delivery in 
twenty months. The Norfolk Navy Yard bid $706,305, 
delivery in twenty-six months. Cramps Shipyard, of 
Philadelphia, was the lowest of private competitors with 
$855,000 for three 30-knot boats, plus $17,500 each for 
Pacific coast delivery, 
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An important discovery by the du Pont Powder Com- 
pany was reported on Oct. 7, whereby the time required 
to manufacture smokeless powder is greatly reduced. 
Under a method just adopted the drying process now 
takes only five days instead of sixty days as heretofore. 
Only twenty-one days are now required to turn out the 
finished product. This is an outcome of experiments 
made by the company’s chemists and is the cause of 
the tremendous production of explosives at the Carney’s 
Point (N.J.) plant, where about 15,000 men are em- 
ployed. 

The Army and Navy Club of Washington is threatened 
with drought, as the excise board of Washington has 
been asked by the Anti-Saloon League to refuse a 
renewal of the club's license for the sale of grog. The 
attorney for the league attacked the club’s application 
on the ground that its bar is located in a residential 
district and that the membership of the organization 
does not conform to the requirements of the Jones-Work 
excise law. The board took the matter under advisement 
and will render a decision before Noy. 1. 
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“In the game of wits between King Ferdinand and 
the French Minister at Sofia the latter seems to have 
had the advantage,” says the New York Sun. “ ‘Ger- 
many will be victorious, and I will even ask you to convey 
to France my advice to be prudent.’

GERMAN SUBMARINES 
The Germans are not willing to admit that they have 

lost so large a number of their submarines as has been 


claimed, urging that all the statements concerning their 


losses come from English sources. Assuming that Bras 
sey’s Naval Annual, War Edition of 1915, was correct 
in giving the number of German submarines ready at 
that time as thirty-nine, and that the estimate that the 
Germans have been able to build three a month is cor 
rect, this would give a total up to the first of October 


of eighty-one. Deducting the sixty-seven alleged to have 
been lost, only fourteen 
left Newspaper reports indicate, German authorities 
laim, that they have at least five submarines in the 
Mediterranean, the Dardanelles, and the Black Sea, and 
are supposed to be stationed in the Baltic, while 
others are active in British waters and off the Nor 
wegian making a total of more than fourteen. 
The facts published in the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL, 
confirmed by the statements of the German Admiralty 
in connection with the Arabic case, indicate that the 
submarines are usually away from their about a

The actual result is that, not 
withstanding the undoubted hardship connected with sub 
marine warfare, peers is always an abundance of offi 
cers and men in the German navy applying for being en 
listed into the much coveted branch, and the morale of 
the undersea craft crews, at least in German judgment, 
could not be better than it actually is. In fact, the

officers. German submarines have been seen at and 
they have worked, not only off the Irish coast, but also 
of the River Gironde, deep in the Bay of Biscay and 
even off Algiers. Many people in Germany think that 
the day is not far off when German submarines will 


begin to menace the Atlantic trade to England on places 
much further off from their bases than was the case until 
now.” The Germans scoff at the description of the 
methods alleged to have been employed in the destruc 
tion of their submarines. They cannot understand how 
a mine can be constructed which would explode when 
touched by the hull of a submarine and not by the hull 
of any other A doubt is expressed, too, as to the 
fast motor boats. 

The question of the efficiency or inefficiency of the 
submarines is very important from a professional point 
of view, and we think it proper therefore to give the 
German claims in regard to the alleged inefficiency of 
their submarine warfare. It is difficult to see how any 
certain information concerning it can be obtained until 
the war is over. The latest information we have from 
any German source is found in “Taschenbuch der 
Kriegsflotten, 1914-15 Kriegsausgabe,”’ which gives the 
number of German submarines in commission at the 
opening of the war as twenty-eight, with others building. 
Owing to the secrecy shown by the Germans in this

NOTES OF THE WAR.

Forty-one persons were killed and 101 wounded in a 
raid by German Zeppelins on the night of Oct. 15 over 
London and vicinity, it was officially announced on 
Oct. 14. Fourteen of the killed and thirteen of the 
wounded were soldiers. The others were civilians. Of 
the killed twenty-seven were men, nine were women and 
five were children. The wounded numbered sixty-four 
men, thirty women and seven children. The raid was 
by far the most costly in human life of any made by 
German airships on England thus far. The official 
report states that anti-aircraft guns of the Royal Field 
Artillery attached to the central force were in action 
and an airship was seen to heel over on its side and to 
drop to a lower altitude. Five aeroplanes of the Royal 
Kiying Corps went up, but owing to atmospheric condi 
tions only one aeroplane succeeded in-locating an airship. 
lhis aeroplane was unable to overhaul the airship before 
it was lost in the fog. Some houses were damaged and 
several fires were started, but no serious injury was 
caused to military material. All fires were soon got 
under control by the fire brigade, the report says. This 
latest attack brings the total of air raid casualties in 
Iingland during the war up to 177 killed and 465 injured. 
Bitter denunciation of the government’s delay in provid- 
ing better defense against aerial attacks filled the London 
newspapers. Resolutions at a mass meeting on Oct. 14 
presided over by Lord Willoughby de Broke at the Cannon 
Street Hotel called on the government to announce 
formally a policy of reprisal through British or French 
aeroplane raids on German towns—"“raid for raid” as 
the resolution expressed it. “The only way to hit the 
enemy,” asserted the Globe, commenting on the meeting, 
“is to strike him as he strikes us—to bombard his sleeping 
towns.” The raid on Oct. 15 was the twenty-first since 
the war began. An official report given out Oct. 14 
by the German Admiralty regarding the Zeppelin raid 
on London says that in addition to dropping bombs on the 
British capital the water works at Hampton and the 
town of Woolwich, where there is a great arsenal, were 
heavily bombarded. reat fires are repoited to have 
followed the explosion of the Zeppelin bombs, and all 
the Zeppelins, the report says, returned safely. Just 
how the Germans can tell so accurately of the damage 
done in a night raid and during a fog is a puzzle to 
military men. There is no instrument known that can 
see through a fog, unless the Germans discovered one. 





The scandalous state of the censorship in Great 
Britain is the subject of constant criticism by the lead 
ing London dailies. 

More than $5,000,000 weekly is being paid by the 
British government to the wives and children of soldiers 
serving with the colors. This ministerial statement was 
made in the House of Commons. 

An American engineer just from Petrograd says twenty 
trainloads of munitions a day have been arriving lately 
in Russia from Japan via the trans-Siberian road. The 
railway has been practically closed to all but the muni 
tions service. 

Allied troops have been fighting the Germans for sev- 
eral months in the Kamerun, a German colony in 
Western Equatorial Africa. After a thirty-hour engage- 
ment on Oct. 8-9 a British force captured the town of 
Wumbiagas and went in pursuit of the retreating enemy. 

For some reason England has nearly ignored the 
progress of the British and Indian troops in the campaign 
in Mesopotamia. Hard and successful fighting under 
extraordinary climatic conditions has deserved better 
recognition, It seems that the London Gazette has 
refused to publish the story of the campaign because 
the news had previously appeared in the Gazette of 
India. In view of the great publicity given to every 
deed of arms in Europe it is natural that much chagrin 
should be felt among the brave men fighting so far away 
that their country ignores them. It is justly observed 
that this policy will tend to keep ambitious officers out 
of the Indian service. 

Among the French captures in the course of their 
recent great attack in Champagne was a German ambu- 
lance complete. The most interesting object was a 
machine for curing sufferers from gas poisoning. This 
consists of a cylinder with two compartments, one con- 
taining oxygen, the other an alkaline substance now 
being analyzed. Full instructions for its use were found 
ind the inscription on the cylinder described it as Pattern 
I, 1915, improved from Model C, 1912, improved from 
Model A, 1910. So the gas attack was long ago foreseen. 

That the British Grand Fleet is still somewhere in 
the North Sea, maintained constantly at battle efficiency, 
is the great satisfaction of the war to the English. It 
is believed that the fleet is not getting stale; the ships 
are periodically docked and overhauled, gunnery and 
other exercises are carried out. Meanwhile crews and 
officers are kept in health by fresh food and morale is 
maintained at its best. ‘The authorized personnel is now 
250,000, although the increase from the previous strength 
of 200,000 will necessarily be gradual. 





Mr. Edwin Samuel Montagu, speaking in the British 
Ilouse of Commons Oct. 13 in answering criticisms of 
the new taxes imposed by the budget of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, referred to the magnitude of the 
burden upon Great Britain by the war, and said: “We 
have had to keep and continue to keep an impregnable 
navy. We have paid and continue to pay for an army 
which has increased from a few thousands of men to 
an army which runs into millions. We are financing by 
loans to our great dominions part of their expenditure 
on the contingents which are helping us to fight. We 
are paying, as regards India, the whole cost of the Indian 
contingents except their normal peace expenditure. We 
have advanced to the Allies such a sum as it was esti- 
mated would equip and maintain in the field three millions 
of their soldiers. We have a right to be proud of our 
share, and we ought to be proud of the way in which 
the proposals for meeting the war expenditure have been 
received by all classes.” 

The arrival in Germany of Lieut. Comdr. Julius 
Lauterbach, who was executive officer of the German 
cruiser Emden, is announced by the Overseas News 
Agency Oct. 14. Lieutenant Lauterbach was taken 
prisoner when the cruiser Emden was finally destroyed 
by the Australian cruiser Sydney. He was taken to 
Singapore, but managed to escape, and with three natives 
put to sea in a canoe from Singapore and reached 





Sumatra after seven days. Thence he made his way 
to Java, Manila and Shanghai. From Shanghai he took 
passage for the United States under an assumed name, 


reaching San Francisco on Aug. 17. How he made his 
way from San Francisco to Germany has not been dis- 
closed. 

According to the New York Herald the Canadian 
Vickers Company, of Mentreal, Canada, has a contract 
to build 3800 submarine ‘chasers’ for Great Britain. 
Twenty-five have been delivered and have played an 
important part, it is said, in the destruction of German 
submarines, and eight of the small craft crossed the 
Atlantic Ocean under their own steam. The Herald 
claims that all information as to the submarine chasers 
has been carefully guarded, but it got its information 
from an official source. The article goes on to say: 
“The submarine ‘chasers,’ which are proving an increas- 
ingly important factor in breaking down the efficiency 
of Germany’s submarine campaign, are seventy-five feet 
long and have a surface speed of twenty nautical miles 
an hour and a submerged speed of fifteen. They draw 
fourteen feet of water. They carry no torpedoes, but 
are armed fore and aft with two 3-inch guns. With 
twenty-one days’ supplies of fuel and food aboard the 
‘chasers’ made the twenty-two hundred mile run_ to 
Iinglish waters in a little less than eight days. It is 
said they could have reduced this time two days had 
the convoy been able to keep the pace. Neither mishap 
nor miscalculation marred the voyage.’ Two days afte: 
their arrival the ‘chasers’ were ready for service, the 
article in the Herald tells us, and all the steel used in 
their construction is the product of the Bethlehem Steel 
Company, the Crucible Steel Company and the Canada 
Steel Company, of Hamilton, Ont. The engines are of 
a Diesel type, closely corresponding to those the Electric 
joat Company, of New London, Conn., built for the ten 
British submarines that crossed the Atlantie in July 
and August. Like the larger craft, the “chasers” are 
equipped with both heavy oil engines and electric motors. 

“The war has broken down a good many fixed be 
liefs. One of these.” says an English naval writer, “‘is 
the scientific theory as to the life of a naval gun. For 
years past it had been held that when a battleship had 
fired one hundred rounds from one of her heavy weapons 
the piece had reached the limit of its effectiveness, and 
was worthless until it had been re-tubed. There are 
ships still taking part in the Dardanelles operations 
Which have fired two and even three times that number 
of rounds from their turret guns, and I am credibly in- 
formed that no reason can be seen as yet why they 
should net continue their shooting for an indefinite time 
to come.” 

The Germans are reported to be extracting a substi 
tute for oil from cherry stones. Ingenious inventions 
for the more satisfactory employment of benzol have 
been adopted and alcoholic extracts from potatoes are 
being increasingly employed. The Novoe Vremya learns 
from Teheran that a German mission is purchasing 
copper reserves and copper articles at Teheran, Ispa- 
han, and throughout the country generally. Negotia- 
tions are proceeding for the acquisition of old copper 
and bronze guns in the Teheran arsenal. Germany has 
likewise developed since war began the original Nor- 
Wegian process for extracting nitrogen from the air. 
She is scouring very available neutral country for 
rubber, which hitherto her synthetic experts have not 
been able to replace, and, despite all her claims to the 
contrary, it is more than doubtful whether she has 
really perfected a cheap substitute for cotton to be used 
in the manufacture of propulsive explosives.

ESTIMATES FOR THE NAVY. 


Although the details have not yet been worked out, 
it is stated upon the highest authority that estimates for 
Navy expenditures submitted to the President by the 
Secretary of the Navy will be in the neighborhood of 
$250,000,000, an increase of approximately $100,000,000, 
lurthermore, it is believed that the Vresident will 
approve these estimates, which will thus be made a part 
of the Administration's legislative program for the ap 
proaching session of Congress. 

With this allowance the building program to be sub 
nitted to Congress will probably include two battleships 
and two battle cruisers and a large increase in the 
number of submarines and auxiliaries. It is believed 
that the Secretary will ask for thirty submarines, four 
of which will probably be fleet submarines of a larger 
type. Twenty destroyers will also be on the building 
program, and some mother ships for submarines, and 
repair ships, the number yet to be determined. In addi 
tion to recommending this extensive program, it is stated 
that the Administration will advocate a five-year building 
program, Which may include as many as twenty capital 
ships. The Secretary of the Navy held several confer 
ences this week with the President, with very satisfactory 
results. An increase of 8,000 in the enlisted strength 
of the Navy has been agreed upon by the President and 
the Secretary of the Navy, and it is believed that the 
naval program will include an increase of 1,800 enlisted 
men in the strength of the Marine Corps. The Secretary 
has announced that he will ask for an increase of 8,000 
in the strength of the Navy, and in the usual percentage 
the Marine Corps should have an increase of 1,800, 

It is probable that a new type of ship will be included 
in this year’s naval program, a river gunboat with a 
draught of not over four feet, for the training of Naval 
Militia on the inland rivers. Such a vessel could be 
used on the Ohio, Mississippi, and most of the larger 
rivers, and might be of some use in the event of war, 
but would be chiefly designed for training the Naval 
Militiamen of inland towns. ‘There is a splendid opportu 
nity for strengthening the Naval Militia in the Middle 
West, but this cannot be done without river gunboats. 


MIDSHIPMEN ABANDON HAZING. 





Complaints are being made to the Navy Department 
that fifteen of the midshipmen who were punished for 
hazing were sentenced without having an opportunity 
to defend themselves. A number of them have made the 
claim that the first time they knew that there were any 
charges against them was the announcement in the news 
papers that they had been turned back one year at the 
Academy. It develops that the Board of Review at An- 
napolis recommended the dismissal of ten of the mid 
shipmen who were tried for hazing. Either the Secre 
tary or the Vresident modified the report of the board so 
as to dismiss six of the midshipmen and suspend four 
for a year without pay. Fifteen other midshipmen, who 
had been mentioned in the report of the testimony, were 
turned back one year in the Academy. At least part 
of these were not charged with hazing, but with minor 
offenses of such a character as to fall within the routine 
of discipline at the Naval Academy, so that the authori 
ties at the Academy did not think them worthy of official 
notice by the Navy Department, and did not prefer 
charges against all the offending midshipmen. It is being 
insisted that the sentence passed on some who were 
turned back is illegal, or rather contrary to Naval 
Regulations, on the ground that these midshipmen were 
not allowed to defend themselves against charges. As 
a matter of fact no charges were made against them, 
but they were simply punished because their minor 
offenses were brought out in the testimony. There ap 
pears to be no relief for the midshipmen except through 
an act of Congress, and the President will probably 
veto any bill that might be passed for their relief. 

Definite action insuring the end of the hazing system 
at the Naval Academy has been taken by the midshipmen 
of the three upper classes, our Annapolis correspondent 
reports. No formal resolution to this effect was passed, 
and it was the wish of the young men that it should not 
be announced publicly, but it became known that a 
meeting to consider the subject took place in Bancroft 
Hall on the night of Oct. 11, and that it was mad 
plain that the midshipmen of the upper classes had almost 
unanimously come to the conclusion that the time had 
arrived when hazing at the Naval Academy should end. 
That this had taken place was confirmed by officials 
of the classes. 

The system of hazing at the Naval Academy has 
existed since about the close of the Civil War, and has 
not only placed the institution in an unfavorable light 
before the country, but has been responsible for the dis 
missal of a large number of midshipmen. It was stated 
that the midshipmen were influenced by a number of 
considerations to take the stand that they did, one of 
them being their feeling of responsibility for the punish 
ment of so many of their comrades. During the recent 
sessions of the court which investigated conditions relat- 
ing to recitations and examinations at the Naval 
Academy a witness testified that hazing was in full 
force at the Academy, and an investigation begun at 
ibout the same time at the instance of Rear Admiral 
Fullam, then Superintendent, developed that there had 
been numerous instances of it during the summer just 
past. The punishment of midshipmen recently announced 





was based upon the developments of this investigation. 

While recent events in connection with the practice 
and the earnest advice of those who have the direct charge 
of the midshipmen undoubtedly contributed to the action 
they have taken, it must be understood that the impelling 
cause was that the midshipmen have themselves come 
to the conclusion that they have no right to continue a 
practice which, though approved by the tradition of the 
institution, is contrary to an act of Congress and is 
strongly reprobated by the authorities of the Service and 
the officers who have charge of the Naval Academy. It 
was stated by prominent midshipmen that there were 
a variety of reasons which led to this action, and that 
while different midshipmen were most strongly influenced 
by different reasons, with practical unanimity all reached 
the conclusion that the time had arrived to end hazing 
at the Academy by the action of the midshipmen them- 
selves. While they are only following the law in the 
inatter, these young men nevertheless deserve credit for 
voluntarily abandoning a practice which, however abhor- 
rent it may be when carried to excess, in its milder 
forms is dear to the hearts of high-spirited youngsters 
not only at the Naval Academy, but at every college in 
the land. It is understood that no especial pressure was 
brought to bear upon the midshipmen to take their present 
action, other than the constant endeavor of the authori- 
ties at the Naval Academy to carry out the law as laid 
down by Congress, 

The midshipmen have felt keenly the criticisms of 
their student body which have been made publicly in 
connection with the court of inquiry which examined 
into practices connected with recitations and examina- 
tions, and, later, in connection with the board which 
investigated hazing and recommended severe punishment 
for cases that recently occurred. They were grieved 
over the dismissal and other punishment of so many of 
their comrades, and a contributing cause, at least, to their 
action was the fact that they felt that they could not 
continue a system which jeopardized the careers of so 
many of their fellow students. Midshipmen state 
emphatically that hazing is now actually at an end at 
the Academy. If they are correct it means the death 
of a system which however justifiable it may have 
appeared to the youthful mind, and however tolerantly 
it may have been regarded even by some of their elders 
who were not responsible for its suppression, has placed 
the Naval Academy in a bad light before the people 
of the United States and has in the course of years been 
responsible for the failure of the ambitions of hundreds 
of young men to become otheers of the Service. 

Those not in touch with the Naval Academy have 
found it difficult to understand the strong attachment 
which nearly every midshipman and many of the younger 
officers expressed for the system. It was true that a 
class lost caste with its fellows if in its second year 
at the Academy it did not do as much hazing as had 
been the custom, and its members felt themselves under 
a cloud for not having upheld what they regarded as the 
traditions of the institution in a worthy manner. 
Apparently the only way to wipe out the sting of the 
hazing they had received themselves was to haze the next 
class with equal or greater severity. Moreover, it was 
held by most of these midshipmen and some young officers 
that hazing was an important part in the education of 
the new midshipman, and that without it he became 
bumptious. Hazing, it was felt, was the very thing to 
introduce him into a naval career and teach him the 
lessons of respect for superiors and subordination that 
are the life-blood of the Navy. The traditions of the 
Service, these young men felt, imposed upon the members 
of the Third Class the duty of giving this instruction to 
the members of the new class. 

The stand of the midshipmen is declared to be definite 
and direct. Hazing, as defined by the act of Congress 
now in forces, is to be ended completely. Under the act, 
approved April 9, 1906, hazing is defined as “any 
unauthorized assumption of authority by one midshipman 
over another midshipman whereby the last mentioned 
midshipman shall or may suffer or be exposed to suffer 
any cruelty, indignity, humiliation, hardship or oppres- 
xv the deprivation or abridgment of any right,

MILITIA PAY AND TRAINING. 


According to reports received at the War Department 





the principle of the Militia Pay bill has not been a 
success in the Utah National Guard. Although the 
state of Utah pays Militiamen one dollar a night for 
drills it has not been able to secure the attendance of 
one-half the enlisted strength of the Guard of the state. 
Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, commander of the New 
York National Guard, some time ago made the experi- 
ment of paying a New York National Guard company, 
specially organized, and made a very favorable report 
on its success. His experience was exactly opposite to 
that in Utah, which naturally leads to the assumption 
that while.pay for the National Guard may be a success 
in cities and thickly populated districts, it may not 
meet the situation in rural communities. The reports 
on these two experiments will probably be submitted to 
the House Committee on Military Affairs when the 
Militia Pay bill is under consideration. Chairman Hay, 
of the House Committee, has expressed himself as favor- 
ing Federal pay for Militia, and Senator Chamberlain, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, 
is author of the original pay bill. There is scarcely any 
doubt that the bill will be reported promptly out of the 
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HTouse Committee and will be passed by the House. 
It is not apt to meet with any serious opposition in the 
Senate Committee, but there are a number of Senators 
who have not yet been convinced that pay for state 
troops is sound military policy. It is probable that in 
the Senate an effort will be made to amend the bill so 
as to federalize the Militia. 

In recent years a sentiment for federalization of the 
Militia has been growing in the National Guard. It is 
insisted by the advocates of federalization of the state 
troops that if the question were submitted to a referen- 
dum of the National Guard there would be a large 
majority for federalization. Among the suggestions for 
increasing the efficiency of the National Guard is a plan 
for a radical change in the system of training the 
Organized Militia. If the Militia is to be paid it should, 
it is urged, have more field training, something on the 
line of the Swiss army. This scheme would reduce work 
at the armories and extend the period of time spent at 
camps of instruction. The efficiency of the Guard, it is 
argued, could be materially increased if the camps of 
instruction could be extended to a month or six weeks, 
but it is not believed that many men could afford to spend 
so much time on military duty. It is conceded, of course, 
that the National Guard would learn more in a month 
in camp than in the rest of the year at the armory. In 
speaking of this feature of the work of the National 
Guard an officer who has had years of experience as an 
inspector-instructor said: “You can accomplish more 
in real instruction at a camp of three or four weeks 
than you can at the armory in evening drills in a whole 
year. Then a longer period of instruction in the field 
raises the physical standard and discipline, and does 
much to build up the state troops.” 

While there is no doubt of the advantage of a longer 
period of field service for the National Guard, those 
who propose to lengthen field training often fail to take 
into consideration the difficulties in carrying out such 
a plan. The average Militiaman is dependent upon his 
daily wage or salary, and with all the willingness in 
the world cannot undertake a long absence from his 
regular work without jeopardizing his means of livelihood. 
A man cannot serve two masters, and however they may 
twist and turn and turn about, those seeking to make 
the Militia effective for war cannot escape this difficulty.

When legislation for the increase in the strength of 
the Army is under consideration an effort will be made 
to equalize promotion among the various arms of the 
Service. The plan that is receiving the most favorable 
consideration is for the pro-rating of any increase that 
comes through legislation among the different arms. For 
instance, if there should be an increase of ten regiments 
of Infantry and five of Field Artillery the number of 
additional officers would be distributed among the arms 
of the-Service according to their present commissioned 
strength. This would necessarily result in the transfer 
of officers from one arm to another, but it is understood 
that the Secretary of War, after givtng considerable 
thought to the subject, does not believe that such a 
policy would decrease efficiency. It is said that the 
authorities at the War Department have about reached 
the conclusion that if an auxiliary or reserve army is 
to be organized, and if a large number of officers are to 
be used as instructors of the National Guard and at col- 
leges, it will be a real benefit if they have service in the 
different arms. Especially is this true of officers in 
the lower grades, as so many of them will be on detached 
service if legislation is enacted by which two or three 
thousand officers are detached from the Army for duty 
as inspectors and instructors. It has not yet been decided 
whether a separate bill covering these recommendations 
will be submitted to Congress, or whether they will be 
sent to Congress as amendments to the general bill for 
new legislation.

Various recommendations from the members of the 
General Staff and officers throughout the Service for 
changes in the physical tests of Army officers have been 
laid aside by the Chief of Staff and will not be considered 
until next year. Accordingly the existing general order 
covering physical tests will be followed for this year. 
The officers on duty at Washington will not take their 
riding test this year in large parties as in former years. 
All the members of the General Staff are busy on reports 
connected with the recommendations for new legislation, 
and the Secretary of War has directed that the riding 
test be not allowed to interfere with the work in the 
Department any more than is absolutely necessary. One 
of the routes that will be used in taking the ninety-mile 
ride will be through Rock Creek Park. Officers will 
start from Washington and ride fifteen miles out through 
the park into the country and return each day for three 
successive days.

The spectacle of 
Gallipoli has been largely responsible for the loss of 
that prestige in Balkan politics which undoubtedly 
belonged to France and England and Russia, but which 
has now passed, at least in part, to the Germans. 

As one false step invites another, so the initial blunder 
now leads to further costly sacrifices. At all hazards 
the Germans must be kept from establishing touch with 
Turkey, and it is not too much to say that this effort 
on the part of the Allies is most hazardous. 

In both France and England it is difficult to suppress 
public disappointment over the diplomatic defeat in the 
erg Deleasse, the French Foreign Minister, 
has resigned, and the Premier had a hard struggle to 
prevent the real reasons from becoming public through 
interpellations in the Chamber of Deputies.

In Galicia, west of 
Trembovla, an Austrian redoubt was captured with 252 
men, one cannon and three machine guns. After a 
severe defeat the Austrian forces were compelled to 
retreat in disorder across the Strypa. The Russians 
pushed this advantage energetically and captured a 
convoy, besides over 2,000 prisoners, four guns and ten 
machine guns. 


In the course of the Volhynian fighting reported a 
week ago the Austrians took 4,000 prisoners and inflicted 
heavy casualties. 


THE BALKAN THEATER OF WAR, 


In opening this new field of operations we enter a 
small, mountainous country, war worn and pest ridden. 
Thanks largely to the heroism and skill of the American 
medical staff last winter, the frightful scourge of typhus 
appears to have been stamped out, but great precautions 
will be necessary to preserve the health of armies 
operating in Servia. 

The German intention to carve a way through Servia 
from north to south makes of first importance the line 
of railway from Belgrade and Semendria southward 
through the valley of the Morava River to Nish and 
Pirot and then into Bulgaria at Sofia. 

A railway line of strategic value is that south from 
Nish via Vranja and Uskub to Salonica. This is the 
line by which the Allies’ reinforcements are to advance 
northward to help the Serbs. From Salonica another 
railway runs north to Doiran, close to the place where 
Greek, Servian and Bulgarian frontiers touch. From 
Doiran this line turns to the east through Greek territory 
until it enters Bulgaria twenty-five miles east of Drama. 
The Bulgarian army has two railway lines of commu- 
nication from Sofia toward the Servian frontier; one 
running northwest toward Nish and the other southwest 
to Kustendil, a position of much importance as a base 
of operations against the Nish-Uskub sector. 

Bulgaria’s eastern frontier is the Black Sea coast, 
where Varna and Burgas are the two important ports, 
both connected by railways with Sofia. One road crosses 
the northern and the other the central part of Bulgaria. 
Turkish reinforcements for Bulgaria would advance to 
the north from Kirk Kilissa and Adrianople. 

The German army, after severely bombarding Belgrade, 


crossed the Danube and captured the city, where the~ 
Servian rear guard made a stubborn resistance, fighting 
through the streets and from fortified buildings. The 


Germans captured a number of large British naval guns 
in the defenses. It required several days to completely 
overcome the resistance along the heights on the Servian 
bank of the Danube. Subsequently the town and fortress 
of Semendria, on the south bank of the Danube, were 
captured, and this operation opened the way for the 
German invasion along the line of communications to 
Nish. 


Bulgarian forces have been attacking along the Vlasina 
River, sixty miles southeast of Nish and about fifteen 
miles east of the Nish-Salonica railway. Another 


column attacked Viasotince, a town close to the Bulgarian 
frontier and twenty-five miles southeast of Nish. While 
the Bulgarian attacks have met strong resistance, the 
situation is one of extreme gravity for the Serbs unless 
the Anglo-French help arrives quickly. There can be 
no reserves in Servia, where recent wars and pestilence 
have reduced the available manhood of the country to 
the first line troops. 

A Russian transport fleet, strongly convoyed, is en 
route from Odessa for the Bulgarian coast. An Anglo- 
French fleet is blockading the Bulgarian ports on the 
Aegean Sea. A bombardment of. Dedeagatch is expected.

Near Ari Burnu we blew up enemy mines. Enemy 
positions on “Koja Dere were destroyed by the violent 
fire of our artillery, and the enemy was compelled to 
evacu the positions. Near Sedd-ul-Bahr our recon- 
noitering column attacked the enemy’s left wing and 
returned with booty.”

THE MEXICAN SITUATION. 
At the conclusion of the Pan-American conference on 


Oct. 9, Secre 
Lansing made the following announcement: 
after careful consideration of the facts, 
found that the Carranzista party is the only party 
possessing the essentials for recognition as the de facto 
government of Mexico and they have so reported to their 
governments. From this statement it would seem that 
the recognition of the Carranza government by the govern- 
ments of the United States, Brazil, Chili, the Argentine 
Republic, Bolivia, Guatemala and Uruguay is assured. 
Carranza is regarded as the leader at the present time 
of the strongest faction in Mexico, and the Villa faction 
has been losing ground for some time past and it seems 
improbable that he can gain the ascendency over Car- 
ranza. ‘The Zapata faction, too, has declined in power 
and can hardly give serious opposition to Carranza. It 
will take some time, however, to break up the bands 
of Villa and Zapata, and whether Carranza will prove a 
success and by his administration satisfy the Mexicans, 
the United States and other Powers remains to be seen. 

The State Department has been notified that prac 
tically all the South and Central American countries 
will follow the United States in recognizing Carranza. 
Guatemala and Brazil are the only ones evincing reluct- 
ance. The principal European nations have also in 
formally advised the State Department that they will 
follow the lead of the United States. Celebrations over 
Carranza’s pending recognition were held in Mexico City 
and Vera Cruz. General Villa naturally does not take 
kindly to being left out in the cold by the recognition 
of Carranza, and it is reported that he made a formal 
declaration on Oct. 10 to George C. Carothers, special 
agent of the State Department at Washington, that 
because of the recognition of the Carranza government 
he would not hold himself responsible for the safety of 
the lives and property of foreigners. 

General Carranza at Mexico City Oct. 10, when in 
formed what the conference had recommended, said, in 
part: “When peace is absolutely restored and tranquillity 
really established throughout the republic amnesty will 
be granted to all these persons, but not now. To permit 
them to return at this time would be to endure their 
machinations within the republic. ‘There will be no more 
formal battles. Fighting of that sort already has ended,

In his 
introduction Mr. Daniels said: “For the erection of this 
emple, which American gratitude dedicates to the brave 
men whose sacrifice created, enlarged, defended, and 
preserved forever the union of states, ground was broken 
m the first day of March of the present year. ,To-day 
we take the next step, in the confidence that it may 
soon stand complete as the stately structure which 
national generosity has conceived. It is a substantial 
symbol, expressive of the national appreciation of valor. 
It is a recognition of the grand democracy of the dead. 
Its prime purpose is that the memory of the least of 
those who lay down life for love of country may be 

ived from oblivion. May the day never dawn when 
highest genius and the acme of art are not dedicated to 
the task of awaking from ‘sleeping marble’ the heroic 
figure of the Citizen-Soldier, or of symbolizing in massive 
stone the country’s gratitude to her defenders. May 
the day never come when the deeds of our national heroes 
shall not be voiced by the eloquence of men or their 
graves be wet by the tears of women. We are laying 
the cornerstone of a memorial amphitheater in their 
honor. Esto perpetua! Perpetual, too, the national 
spirit that brings annually on a pilgrimage to this spot 
the national consciousness and the national conscience. 
Ilere is the heart of the Republic. So long as the Re- 
public lives its heart will beat faster and its soul thrill 
with finer rapture on this sacred spot.

Here about us rise monu- 
nents to Sheridan and Porter and a glorious company 
of soldiers and sailors, who, happily for us all, insured 
our country now and always against division.” 





UNVEILING STATUE TO GENERAL WEBB. 

The heroie statue in bronze erected at the “Bloody 
Angle” to the memory of Major Gen. Alexander S. Webb 
was dedicated Oct. 12 by survivors of the regiments he 
commanded and the New York State Monuments Com- 
mission, with Governor Charles 8. Whitman agg his 
official party as special guests. Battery E, 3d U.S. Field 
Art., fired the major general’s salute following pre un- 
veiling by Miss Anne R. Alexandre, a granddaughter 
of General Webb. 

Addresses were made by Governor Whitman, Gen. 
James W. Latta, of Philadelphia; Col. Andrew Cowan, 
of Kentucky, and Dr. J. G. R. Miller, while Gen. 
Iloratio C. King read his poem “Gettysburg.” 

“General Webb,” Governor Whitman said, “was the 
sop of a soldier and the grandson of a soldier. His 
grandfather was wounded in the battle of Bunker Hill. 
Against a savage foe on our then western frontier his 
father defended the flag and liberty, the civilization and 
the enlightenment which the flag embodies and repre- 
sents. He was true to his inheritance, loyal to the 
country’s traditions and institutions. He realized the 
value of all that the nation and the flag stood for. He 
recognized the peril to both, and he came to their de- 
fense without hesitation and without thought of per- 
sonal danger, as did the hosts who followed him.” 

Describing General Webb’s action at the Battle of 
Gettysburg, the Photographie History of the Civil War 
says: “It devolved upon General Webb to meet the 
shock of Pickett’s great charge. In command of three 
Pennsylvania regiments of Hancock’s 2d Corps, Webb 
was equal to the emergency. Stirred to great deeds by 
the example of a patriotic ancestry, he felt that upon 
his holding his position depended the outcome of the 
day. His front had been the focus of the Confederate 
artillery fire. Batteries to right and left of his line 
were practically silenced. Young Lieutenant Cushing, 
mortally wounded, fired the last serviceable gun and fell 
dead as Pickett’s men came on. Wheeler’s Ist New 
York Battery dashed up to take Cushing’s place and 
was captured by the men of Armistead. Webb at the 
head of the 72d Pennsylvania fought back the on-rush, 
posting a line of slightly wounded in his rear. Webb 
himself fell wounded, but his command checked the as- 
sault till Hall’s brilliant charge turned the tide at this 
' When war was threatening, Col. Charles Delafield, 
then Superintendent of the Military Academy at West 
Point, directed Lieut. Charles Griffin, then of the 2¢ 
Artillery and instructor in the tactical department, to 
form a light battery of four pieces. On Feb. 15, 1861, 
it left for Washington with its four 12-pounder Na- 
poleons, proceeded to Arlington and thence to the battle- 
field of Bull Run. The “West Point Light Battery” 
was the tae to enter the city of Washington in 1861, 
with Capt. Charles Griffin and Lieuts.

KEEL OF U.S.S. CALIFORNIA LAID. 

Ihe keel of the greatest battleship in the world at the 
present time, the 32,000-ton U.S.S. California, was laid 
at the navy yard, Brooklyn, N.Y., Oct. 14, 1915, with 
becoming ceremony. The keel was laid in the south- 
western edge of the yard, and the same cradle in which 
the Arizona rested will be used for the California. 

As the navy yard siren began to shriek at noon Secre- 
tary of the Navy Daniels, escorted by Rear Admiral 
N. R. Usher, appeared. Admiral Usher announced that 
ihe order of Congress that a great first line battleship 
to be known as the California should be constructed was 
about to be carried out and asked that Chaplain Walter 
G. Isaacs, U.S.N., “invoke the blessing of God on this 
national enterprise.” 

As the prayer ended Naval Constr. George H. Rock 
drove a nickel rivet into place, and turning to Admiral 
Usher informed him that the job was done. The Admiral 
turned to the Secretary of the Navy and said, “The keel 
of the California has been well and truly laid.” <A great 
cheer and the “Star-Spangled Banner,” played by the 
Marine Band, followed, and then after more cheering 
Secretary Daniels made an interesting speech. He 
offered a tribute to the state of California, whose name 
the new ship will bear, spoke of the lesson ‘taught by the 
present war, of the need for preparedness. He eulogi zed 
Lloyd-George, the British Minister of yr ee se as the 
greatest man England has had since Gladstone. In 
spe aking of the California Mr. Daniels said, in part: 

‘The California is the logical outcome of the Depart- 
ment’s experiments for two years and a half on the 
collier Jupiter, and she will be the first battleship in 
the world to be propelled by electricity. The combination 
of the electric drive and oil fuel will enable her, at ten 
knots speed—the speed always calculated by navy experts 
for endurance—to steam for nine days longer than a 
coal-burning dreadnought. In other words, the California 
will be able to steam nearly twice as far as the Wyoming 
or Arkansas. Her sister ships, the new Mississippi and 
Idaho, building at Newport News and Camden, respec- 
tively, will share with the California the distinction of 
being the largest battleships yet built or building for 
our Navy. The limit of cost of each of these men-of-war, 
exclusive of armor and armament, is $7,800,000, while 
the actual contract prices of the three Sones show a 
considerable saving from these figures. The California 
completed will represent an outlay of about $15,000,000. 

“The 14-inch guns which she is to mount, having ex- 
treme battle ranges and greater striking power than any 
naval gun now in use, offer the advantage of allowing 
the mounting of twelve of them on a single ship, as 
against eight guns of the 15-inch type which have been 
adopted by some other navies. 

‘With a length over all of 624 feet, a length on water- 
line of 600 feet, and extreme breadth of 97 feet 4% 
ine hes, with a draught of 30 feet, a displacement of 
32,000 tons, and a speed of 21 knots; and with an arma- 
ment, in, addition to her twelve 14-inch high-powered 
guns in four turrets, of a secondary battery of twenty- 
two 5-inch rapid fire guns, and with four submerged 
torpedo tubes capable of firing the largest type of tor- 
pedoes, the California will be one of the most formidable 
ships of war afloat.”

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Oct. 11, 1915. 

Oct. 10 was the Naval Academy's seventieth birthday. It 
was opened Oct. 10, 1845, under the administration of Presi- 
dent James K. Polk; George Bancroft, Secretary of the Navy. 
Capt. Franklin Buchanan was the first Superintendent of the 
Academy, then called the School of Technology. 

The midshipmen are delighted with the information that 
they will be permitted to remain in New York city over the 
night of Nov. 27, next, the date of the annual football game 
between the teams of the Naval and Military Academies. This 
privilege makes a distinct change in the attitude of the au- 
thorities in the line of broad and liberal treatment. The 
midshipmen will be permitted, within certain liberal bounds, 
to go where they please and do what they please in the 
metropolis. Several hotels will be suggested to them as stop- 
ping places, but this is merely for the purpose of securing a 
satisfactory rate, while those midshipmen who wish to spend 
the night with relatives and friends will be allowed to do so. 
The only condition will be that the midshipmen report at the 
station at the designated hour Sunday morning. This arrange- 
ment is really necessary on account of the extreme discom- 
fort of the trip to New York and the return the same day. 
Two years ago the midshipmen did not arrive in Annapolis 
until two o’clock Sunday morning. Speaking of the matter, 
Superintendent Eberle said that he attended the game two 
years ago and noted the conditions, and made up his mind 
that if he ever had anything to do with it he would make 
better arrangements. This may have far-reaching results, a 
possibility being that future games will all be played in New 
York. There is no _— that the midshipmen would pre- 
fer the trip to New York under such conditions to any other, 
while the use of the Polo Grounds makes possible a larger 
number of tickets te the members of the Navy Athletic As- 
sociation. The Navy representatives have the choice of the 
place of playing next year, and it has been taken for granted 
that they would select Philadelphia, but the new arrangement 
makes it possible that New York will be the location for the 
contest. 

Captain Eberle has issued a circular letter to the midship- 
men calling their attention to the fact that the Navy Depart- 
ment, the fleet and all the bureaus of the Navy concentrate 
their efforts to make an efficient battle fleet. ‘‘Therefore,’’ 
says the circular, ‘‘the ideas developed in the fleet are the 
ideas which should prevail here as our guide in training the 
commissioned personnel, just as they serve as a guide in train- 
ing the enlisted personnel and in manufacturing the material. 
The Naval Academy is a very important part of the naval 










establishment, and the heart interest of every officer in the 
Navy is closely associated with his alma mater. 

‘*The first purpose of this institution is to turn out officers 
and gentlemen and leaders of men. In order to possess these 
qualifications you must be true and honest to yourself, and 
true and honest- to your shipmates and fellow men, including 
those under whom you serve and those who serve under you. 
I cannot recall a single man of my time at Annapolis who 
was known as a bully or as a violator of regulations who has 
not gone by the board. They could not stand the test of 
service in the Navy.’’ 

Mr. Henry A. Wise Wood, one of the members of the Ad- 
visory Board of the Navy, visited the Naval Academy on 
Friday last and was surprised to find so complete a plant as 
now constitutes the Naval Academy. He gave out the in- 
formation that the Academy is soon to have the honor of a 
visit from Thomas A. Edison, president of the Advisory Board,

Rarely has a Naval Academy football team received such a 
bad beating as the team of 1915 did Saturday afternoon, when 
the eleven of the University of Pittsburgh was the victor by 
47 to 12. While the Navy team kept plugging away to the 
last and refused to be stampeded, at most stages it was badly 
overwhelmed. Pittsburgh had some wonderful backs and a 
system of interference that put one or the other around the 

avy end time after time for gains up to fifty yards. Hastings, 
of Pittsburgh, made the largest total of yards, though De Hart 
took the ball from the kick-off in the final period and ran 
ninety yards to a touchdown. This great run, however, was 
not the longest of the game, as right end Martin, of the Navy 
team, a Fourth Classman, intercepted a forward pass in the 
second period and ran ninety-five yards for a touchdown. This 
revived the spirits of the midshipmen, but Pittsburgh’s ability 
to carry the ball at any time showed that the midshipman’s 
performance was merely a flash in the pan. Vail, Navy, showed 
ability to carry the ball and made a touchdown in the last 
quarter, the midshipmen having the advantage of the wind 
and gaining a good many yards on penalties adjudged against 
the visitors. In the same quarter, however, Pittsburgh scored 
three touchdowns, kicking one goal. After the opening kick- 
off it took but, five plays to carry the ball over the Navy goal 
line. The great factor in Pittsburgh’s victory was its su- 
periority in simple, almost old-fashioned football. Straight 
plays were varied with a criss-cross, which was not particu- 
larly effective.

There were not many crumbs of consolation for the Navy 
contingent.

Bulletin No. 1, 1915, issued from Division Headquarters, 
V.G.N.Y., which urges commissioned officers of the Militia 
to refrain from the use of alcoholic liquors while on military 
duty as the best possible example they could set their men, 
is generally commended. In the old days in many National 
Guard camps one of the greatest requisites at these was con- 
ceded to be a refrigerator of large capacity in an officer’s tent, 
or a hole in the ground in the tent, covered by a board, for 
ice and liquor. The round of friendly calls of an evening 
were very popular, and lasted sometimes long after taps. 
General O’Ryan in his bulletin does not assume for a moment 
that National Guard officers of New York have been in the 
wholesale liquor business at camp, and points out that ‘‘the 
decision to prohibit the use of liquor, made first at the In- 
fantry School of Application in 1913, was not based on a 
fear that there might be excesses, nor was the action intended 
as a movement in support of the moral aspect of the non- 
use of liquor. But it was known that the course of instruc- 
tion was such that the student officers would require the ap- 
plication of their physical and mental powers unimpaired by 
distracting conviviality, late hours, digestive disorders and 
superstimulation.’’ General O’Ryan also says, in part: ‘‘In 
addition to the education and disciplinary advantages accruing 
to the military service from the non-use of liquor by its per- 
sonnel there results a benefit to the individual which is now 
authoritatively recognized, and concerning which officers of 
the line charged with the physical welfare of their men should 
have accurate knowledge.’ He quotes recent bulletins of the 
Department of Health of the city of New York concerning the 
bad effects of liquor on the individual, and directs that his 
— be posted on the armory bulletin board for ninety 

ays. 

The Aero Club of America on Oct. 11 appointed the follow- 
ing committee to co-operate with the National Guard in the 
organization of an aviation section of the Signal Corps. for 
the state forces: Alan R. Hawley, president of the club; W. 
Redmond Cross and Henry Woodhouse, governors of the club, 
and Capt. R. C. Bolling, who commanded the motor machine- 
gun train at the first Plattsburg encampment this year, and 
who since has completed a course of training as an aeroplane 
pilot. The committee was appointed at the request of Major 
Gen. John F. O’Ryan, commanding general of the National 
Guard of New York. 

“While considerable publicity is being given to the fact that 
the National Guard of New York is no longer supposed to have 
liquor in its maneuver camps,” says the Evening News of 
Newark, N.J., “and Major General O’Ryan has just issued a 
circular calling upon his officers to set an example of temper- 
ance and sobriety to their men, the officers and enlisted per- 
sonnel of the National Guard of New Jersey are reflecting 
that the Jersey organization has been a cold water outfit for 
several years. They agree with General O’Ryan that soldiers 
in the field lose nothing and gain much by abstinence, or, at 
best, the lightest indulgence.’ The News also says, in part: 
“Time was when the state camp was one long revel, with just 
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v ‘because of that limitation. that had a kick 
to” ‘were there in’ ty; no man ever had to go dry for 
lack of amber ation. Beer arrived by the carload—some- 


times it was bought and sometimes it was a gift—and every 
evening after mess two kegs were issued to a company—two 
kegs a day for a company averaging fifty men.” 

Col. H. H: Rogers, 1st Field Art., N.G.N.Y., directs indoor 
drills to be resumed on Oct, 18, which will be supervised by 
the inspector-instructors as opportunity permits.

GIFTS FOR RIOT DUTY PROHIBITED IN N.G.N.Y. 


The Aluminum Company of America, whose works are at 
Massena, N.Y., under date of Aug. 28, 1915, wrote to Capt. 
R. J. Ryan, commanding Company O, ist Infantry, Water- 
town, N.Y., presenting the company some aluminum cooking 
utensils to show, in a small measure, the corporation’s appre- 
ciation of the services rendered by Captain Ryan and the 
members of his company while at Massena during a recent 
strike. Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, commanding the National 
Guard, has objected to ge ge Co severing this gift, on the 
ground that by so doing the National Guard may be accused 
of being partisan to the employers of labor. 

Lieut. 1, Edward Olmsted, Adjutant General of the di- 
vision, at the direction of General O’Ryan, sent a letter to 
Col, Charles H. Hitchcock, commanding the 1st Infantry, in 
connection with this matter, which said: 

‘‘The Commanding General understands from reports re- 
ceived by you that the duty performed by Captain arn 
company at Massena was efficiently and impartially fulfilled, 
and that the gift of aluminum ware sent to Captain Ryan by 
the Aluminum Company of America has no significance so far 
as that company is concerned, other than a courteous ac- 
knowledgment of the excellent discipline and efficient service 
performed by the troops. 

‘‘There is, however, objection to the acceptance of this 
gift by Captain Ryan on behalf of his command. The state- 
ment is not infrequently made that National Guard troops are, 
or may be, used im labor controversies involving strikes in the 
interest of the employer and against the employee. The Com- 
manding General believes that no avoidable incident should be 
permitted to occur which will give color to such charge. The 
troops on duty at Massena were not there in the interest of 
either party to the dispute which led to disorder, but were 
‘there as representatives of the state and solely in the in- 
terest of the maintenance of law and order. 

‘‘The Commanding General therefore desires that you direct 
Captain Ryan to return to the Aluminum Company of America 
the gift referred to, with suitable expressions of a 
and explanation of the decision which makes this action neces- 


sary.’’ 





CONNECTICUT. 

An important step in securing much needed additional field 
artillery that is essential to the United States in case of war 
was taken by Adjutant Gen. George M. Cole, of Connecticut, on 
Oct. 9, when he approved the proposed organization of a bat- 
tery of field artillery at Yale University, in New Haven, as a 
part of the Connecticut National Guard. An order issued 
from the office of the Adjutant General directed that the en- 
listing af the men begin without delay and designated Capt. 
Carl F.Bollman, of New Haven, as officer in command during 
its organization. Some 663 Yale men have applied for mem- 
bership in the Yale battery. It will elect its own officers and, 
once it is organized, an officer of the Regular Service will be 
in charge to put the men into shape. 

Complying with a requisition of Adjutant Gen. George M. 
Cole, of Connecticut, the War Department has sent to the 
state armory at Hartford the necessary equipment for two 
radio stations, and a radio platoon will form a part of the 
1st Wire Company, Signal Corps, of the Connecticut National 
Guard. The company will be under Capt. George E. Cole, 
of the Signal Corps. Master Signal Electrician H. O. Hors- 
ley, U.S.A., a man of wide experience, has been detailed to 
take entire charge of the instruction of the platoon and Ser- 
geant Horsley will conduct a school of radio-telegraphy for 
the benefit of the recruits. The equipment has been set up 
for inspection in the squad drill room at the state armory.

Under 
the operations of this measure a great force of citizen soldiery 
can at a minimum cost be organized, equipped, trained and 





made available for the first line of defense and ready for any 
national emergency.” 
THIRD INFANTRY NOTES. 
Madison Barracks, N.Y., Oct. 4, 1915. 

On Friday, Aug. 13, the whole regiment (less the Machine- 
gun Company, which was at Indiana, Pa.) marched out of 
Madison Barracks to begin its long march to Plattsburg. We 
did not leave until 12:30 p.m., as the band and Company © 
had only arrived the night before from Ludington, Mich., 
where they had done such splendid work at the students’ 
military instruction camp. The first camp site, a very excel- 
lent one, was two miles east of Watertown, where we were 
favored by swarms of visitors. The next night was spent at 
Crowner’s Farm, and Diana, near Lake Bonaparte, was reached 
the following day, when our baseball team played a tie game 
(3-3) with a local organization. The Chaplain held a short 
song service in the evening, which was well attended by 
soldiers and visitors. 

At Fine, Captain Hartmann, our efficient quartermaster, dis- 
covered a long unsuspected gem in the way of a camp site, 
which, being located high above the road, had been previously 
passed unobserved. The great field was level us a floor and 
a beautiful spring furnished water as cold as ice. At Newton 
Falls, to our great regret, we lost two of our officers—-Colonel 
Gordon, who, after a leave, was to sail for Manila on the 
October transport, and Major McMaster, who has been pro- 
moted to the 16th Infantry. At Star Lake Inn a number of 
the officers enjoyed an excellent dinner and subsequent dancin 
with the fair charmers, who retained pleasant recollections o 
last year’s visit. 

At Grass River, of icy oupeage we found that the farmers 
for miles around had taken a day off, ‘‘hitched up the hay 
riggin’ ’’ and were out in full force to greet the soldiers. Many 
showed so plainly the ill effects of fire-water that the soldiers 
expressed themselves as fat that. their parents ‘‘did not 
raise their boys to be civilians.’’ A pilgrimage was made to 
the beautifully decorated grave of ‘‘Greene,’’ a faithful Army 
horse who died in the line of duty last year. Everyone made 
most elaborate preparations for the night, bound not to freeze 
this time, but the weather turned out to be much warmer 
than anticipated. : 

Gale, where the efficient 8d Infantry bucket brigade saved 
the hotel and store from destruction by fire last year, was 
reached on Aug. 19. Our old camp site was undergoing culti- 
vation, but the adjoining field proved equally convenient for 
bathing and dancing, respectively. At Tupper Lake a new lo- 
cation had been selected, which proved far more comfortable 
than the old baseball diamond in the High School yard. In 
the afternoon our team defeated a local organization by a 
score of 5 to 8, 

On Saturday we marched to Saranac Inn and found the in-

As one 
enlisted man remarked while watching a millionaire perform 
some arduous task with cheerfulness of spirit: ‘‘I certainly 
dé admire these men for doing this sort of thing when they 
don’t have to.’’ During maneuvers we were overtaken | 
the Machine-gun Company, which had been doing duty wit 
the Militia at Indiana, Pa, In ten days we were back in 
Plattsburg, with our permanent camp on the finest site in 
the reservation, which gave a magnificent view of Lake Champ- 
lain.

M. Dubilier, of 160 Duane street, New York, claims 
to have taken part in developing a submarine detector 
described as a very sensitive microphone fitted ‘with a 
sound filter formed of a.set. of resonant. tubes, acting 
somewhat like tuning forks, which take up the sound 
made by the submerged propellers of a submarine, which 
is entirely distinct from that made by the propellers of 
vessels navigating the surface. The submarine detectors 
are placed under water at points along shore, each station 
reporting to the others, so that if there is a submarine 
within seventy-five miles the invention will he dble te 
locate it. The distance, speed and direction of the sub- 
marines are discoverable by the detectors working in 
conjunction, with. one another... Triangulation enters into 
the method of finding the exact position of the submarines. 
M. Dubilier is earn in the New York Sun as saying 
he. believed that German wireless stations secretly main- 
tained in or near London were directing the Zeppelin 
raids. .He asserted that the scheme was. feasible and 
that detection was difficult.
